To those to whom the Reporter figures as to 
wew building construction and repair and painting 
work as given in our issue of April 28 seemed too 
high and too optimistic from the point of view of 
the paint producer and master painter, a word :— 


As a result of the war, there is a building 
deficiency in the North Central States of $1,- 
511,200,000, according to an estimate just 
made public by the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. A recent survey of the build- 
ing conditions in the North Atlantic States by 
the same authorities placed the deficiency in 
that district. at $1,200,000,000. In other 
words the decline in construction work dur- 
the war period in these two groups of States— 
without taking into consideration the Middle 
and Far West and the Southern States—totaled 
$2,711,200,000, or virtually the amount of 
new construction in the United States in one 
normal year. 


This deficiency must be made up in addition to 
meeting the normal current needs of 1919, and the 
most recent reports made on building permits and 
contracts indicate that building construction work 
the country over is getting back rapidly to pre-war 
figures. There is a marked shortage of school 
buildings in every large city of the country, and 
there is every indication that the new normal con- 
struction total will be far in excess of pre-war fig- 
ues, although the rapidity with which building and 
construction work is reviving indicates that building 
interests are clearly convinced that there is to be 
mo general reduction in building costs for at least 
sveral years. 

Granted that only one-half of the building de- 
fciency is made up during the coming year, there 
would then be a total of between $4,000,000,000 
and $5,000,000,000 worth done during the twelve 
months, approximately 2 per cent of which would 
be for paint and varnish—or $100,000,000. 

Given only a normal year’s utilization of paint 
and varnish for repainting and repair work, $100,- 
(00,000 must be added to the new work total.

GREAT BRITAIN TO END EXPORT 
CONTROL — VIRTUALLY—JUNE !1— 
WAR TRADE BOARD OF UNITED 
STATES AND ALIEN PROPERTY 
CUSTODIAN GARVAN ERECT BAR- 
RIERS AGAINST GERMAN-ORIGIN 
PRODUCTS. 





The import and export situation is gradually re- 
verting to the normal, insofar as regulation and li- 
cense stipulations affect the movement of commodi- 
ties in international commerce. 

A new general import license, PBE No. 37, 
which was announced last week by the War Trade 
Board, effective April 29, and covering the impor- 
tation into the United States from all the countries of 
the world with the exception of Germany— including 
the Rhine provinces—Luxemburg, Hungary and 
such parts of Russia as are under Bolshevik control, 
of all commodities except the following :— 


1. Foodstuffs :- 

a. Sugar. 

b. Wheat. 

e. Wheat flour. 

2. The following commodities, the importation 
of which continues to be controlled by reason 
of existing agreements: 

a. Pig tin, tin ore, tin concentrates and all 
metal alloys containing tin, including 
tin drosses, tin oxides, solder drosses, 
type metals, antifriction metals, waste 
metals and other metals containing tin. 

b. Nitrate of soda and nitrate of potash. 

c. Emery and emery ore, except that mined 
in Canada. 

3. Salvarsan, neosalvarsan, arsphenamine, and 
all substitutes therefor and equivalents 
thereof. 

4. All commodities which have been produced or 
manufactured in Germany or Hungary, irre- 
spective of the present location of such com- 
modities. 


In addition to the above list, the following com- 
modities, the control of the importation of which by 
individual import license is necessary to ensure an 
effective control over the group four items—’‘pro- 
duced or manufactured in Germany’’—may be im- 
ported under the same general license (Group 5) if 
shipped from the United Kingdom, France, Italy 
Belgium or Japan—this group including dyes and 
dyestuffs, including dye bases, crudes and interme- 
diates and potash. In other words, the items not 
included under the general license comprise the entire 
present list of controlled commodities.

Great Britain, which in certain instances during 
the past month had control over the importation of 
certain American products, notably dyestuffs and 
chemicals, has again relaxed import restrictions, and 
has further announced that by June | all trade re- 
strictions, with but “few unimportant exceptions,” 
will be removed, and that licensing, price-fixing and 
distribution restrictions will be dropped. 

The British Board of Trade states that all con- 
trol of the sale and distribution of commodities for- 
merly exercised by the Admiralty, the War Office, 
the Ministry of Munitions and the Board of Trade 
has been abolished or will cease May 31, with a 
few exceptions, of which the following are included 
in Reporter trades :— 

Clinical thermometers, flax and flaxseed, fuel and 
gas, glass, partial petrol orders as to vouchers and 
returns, petrol, potash, tungsten ores, turpentine sub- 
stitutes. 

Already the announcement of the withdrawal of 
control over fertilizing material—taken with the 
Anglo-German contract to exchange 30,000 tons 
of German potash for British foodstuffs—has led 
to a scheme in Great Britain to extend the powers 
of the Sulphate of Ammonia Association by the 
formation of the British Sulphate of Ammonia Cor- 
poration, to protect the interests of home manufac- 
turers, just as the Chemical Foundation in the Unit- 
ed States will be called upon to protect the inter- 
ests of the American dye manufacturers. The fact 
that the sulphate of ammonia consumption of Great 
Britain is placed at 250,000 tons for 1918-1919, 
which the visible production of the world has in- 
creased from 1,154,000 tons in 1914 to 2,066,000 
tons in 1918, seems to call for still further reorgani- 
zation of marketing methods there, if the output of 
British manufacturers is to be safeguarded. It is 
not difficult to draw an exact parallel between the 
situation in Great Britain and the United States, by 
merely shifting the name of the commodity quoted. 

France, stricken by war, and in sore need of 
many commodities from the United States, raised 
the ban early in February upon the importation of 
many kinds of vegetable oils, extracts, tanning ma- 
terials, drugs, chemicals, spices, perfumes, gum, wax, 
tar and camphor, although while vegetable dye 
materials are admitted without question, an excep- 
tion is made against chemicals and dyestuffs derived 
from coal-tar and varnishes. 

The form of the new general import license PBE. 
No. 37 does not affect the previous ruling of the 
War Trade Board, already printed in the Reporter 
of March 31, and to which section 5 of PBE No. 
37 relating to dyes and dyestuffs distinctly re- 
fers. This order of the board was issued as a check 
upon incoming shipments of dyes from doubtful 
sources, notably Germany and Austria, and took the 
following form:— 

“The War Trade Board announces that here- 
after all applications for licenses to import dyes or 
dyestuffs must be accomplished by a statement civ- 
ing complete specifications of the character of the 
dyes or dyestuffs proposed to be imported. A sup- 
plemental information sheet should be used for this 
purpose.” 

In this action the War Trade Board, in demand- 
ing “complete specifications’ of such imports was 
collaborating with Alien Property Custodian Gar- 
van, who announced simultaneously with the prom- 
ulgation of the special license order above quoted 
that all importers of such commodities would render 
themselves liable to prosecution on charges of in- 
fringement should any shipment be brought into this 
country of dyes, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, fertiliz- 
ers, etc., which were manufactured under process 
patents filed in the United States and taken over 
among the 5,000 such enemy patents now in the 
possession of the Chemical Foundation, Inc. 

Mr. Garvan, in a statement following the with- 
drawal last week of enemy trading lists by the War 
Trade Board, gives warning that such permission 

“‘does not authorize trade with respect to any 

property which heretofore, pursuant to the pro- 

visions of the trading with the enemy act, as 
amended, has been reported to the alien prop- 
erty custodian, or should have been reported to 
him, or any property which heretofore, pursu-

modities.”” 





WHAT THE DRUG INDUSTRY GOT IN 
ITS MAY BASKET ON THURSDAY— 
MAY DAY—VEXING PROVISIONS OF 
THE REVENUE LAW. 





While May | the world over is the day par 
excellence of the year for strikes and labor mani- 
festations, this year it became a day of tribulation 
for the drug industry and for the makers and ven- 
dors of soft drinks. 


says that there is no way of stopping the dumping 
of German dyes and chemicals except through Con- 
gress; Alien Property Custodian Garvan and Coun- 
sel Choate think our dye industry can be protected 
under a license system; the War Trade Board is 
writing its own obiter dictum; the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce is busy gathering statis- 
tics and “‘lacks authority,’’ and business is between 
his Satanic Majesty and the deep, deep sea, won- 
dering if when Congress shall be called finally it 
will do else than battle over the peace treaty and 
begin to draft a protective tariff. 

We have been faced with three industrial war 
stages—construction, destruction and reconstruction 
—and the latter is still with us; the nation is pour- 
ing out money like water for the Victory Loan and 
for taxes, while Federal officials are pouring out

SOY 
By Dr. Schwarman. 


The Cleveland Club of Paint Superin- 
tendents was addressed recently by Dr. 
Schwarman, of the Spencer Kellogg Com- 
pany, on the subject of soya bean and lin- 
seed oil. He divided his subject into a 
general discussion of linseed oil, the ac- 
tion of dryers, soya bean oil and remarks 
on tests and treatment of drying oils. 

Dr. Schwarman explained that linseed 
oil was a mixture of many organic com- 
pounds, containing carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen. Some of these compounds are 
unsaturated, carbon atoms being held to- 
gether directly by more than one bond, 


thus—C=C. He showed that the presence 
of these compounds in an oil gave rise to 
its property of drying. ‘The process of 
drying when an oil containing these un- 
saturated carbon compounds is exposed to 
the air, consists in the breaking of the 
double (or treble) bond between carbon 
atoms and oxygen atoms entering the 
molecule. Linseed oil contains such a 
quantity of these compounds that, after 
100 pounds of linseed oil is completely 
dried, it oe then ~e about as

He briefly showed that soya bean oil 
represents a class of oil having the same 
property of drying as linseed oil, only to 
a lesser extent. In the case of soya bean 
oil, 100 pounds of the oil is capable of 
taking up only enough oxygen to weigh 
about 105 pounds. Consequently the film 
of soya bean oil paints remains rather 
soft and tacky and, therefore, the chief 
use of the oil is in mixing with linseed 
oil, or as the vehicle in dryers, etc.

Petroleum Wakes Obtain 53 Per 
cent. of Victory Quota. 


The Petroleum and Allied Products 
Committee is striking a fine gait jn the 
campaign to get more than its quota for 
the loan.

ST. LOUIS PAINT, OIL AND VARNISH CLUB 
ENTERTAINS N. P., O. AND V. A. EXECUTIVES 


President Cornish Says Before Business Can Be Normal All Must 
Have Producing Jobs—Ernest T. Trigg Looks 


for Better Business. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 2, 1919. 


With 125 men present, including a good 
many from out of town and 19 ex-presi- 
dents of the local organization, the din- 
ner given by the St. Louis Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club here Monday to E. J. Cor- 
nish, president of the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association, proved one of 
the most successful events in the history 
of the St. Louis club. 


Trigg vs. Cornish. 


Incidentally, the meeting brought out 
an interesting, though diversified, discus- 
sion of the conditions and possibilities 
before the paint and allied trades. On 
the one hand, President Cornish expressed 
rather pessimistic views regarding the 
conditions confronting the paint trade, 
while Ernest T. Trigg painted a more op- 
timistic picture of market conditions. The 
meeting was held at the Missouri Athletic 
Association on the eve of the opening of 
the seventh annual meeting of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, 
the sessions of which most of the visiting 
paint men attended. 

Dan J. Meehan, president of the local 
club, was toastmaster at the banquet. 
With him at the speaker’s table sat Pres- 
ident Cornish and Secretary Horgan of 
the N. P., O. and V. A.; P. H. Callahan 
of Louisville, Ky.; O. McG. Howard of 
Chicago, Arthur Somers of New York and 
Mr. Trigg. 

At the ex-presidents’

Secretary Horgan First. 


Secretary Horgan in the first talk of 
the evening urged a heavy attendance at 
the White Sulphur Springs meeting of 
the national association, promising a num- 
ber of “treats and surprises.’”” He was 
followed by President Cornish, who char- 
acterized the present situation as one in 
which “everybody wants something done 
to promote business, but hardly any one 
can suggest what that something might 
be.” He then reviewed briefly the work 
of the N. P., O. and V. A., and said that, 
perhaps, the most important of its many 
accomplishments was the elimination of 
unfair competition in the paint and allied 
trades. He complimented the managers 
of both the “Save the Surface” and the 
“Cleanup and Paintup” campaigns. 

“Times still are abnormal,” Mr. Cornish 
declared. ‘‘Business is not what it should 
be. At present business is behind last 
year’s and that was one of the worst 
years in the history of the paint trade.” 

There are two principal reasons for 
this, Mr. Cornish said; first, that people 
need more money; secondly, that they 
expect lower prices. He pointed out that 
to make a sale there must be “the will- 
ingness to buy and the ability to buy.” 
In the present situation, he added, some 
people have the will to buy but not the 
wherewithal, and others have the ability 
or money with which to buy, but are not 
doing so for fear that prices may decline. 


For business to become normal, he said. 
everyone must be back on a producing 
job :—the men leaving the army and navy 
must be put at work. Mr. Cornish la- 
mented what he termed the “tendency to- 
ward socialism’ manifested by some gov- 
ernmental agencies created during the 
war. He said the government is in great 
need of men with expert business knowl- 
edge and ability. 


Praise for President Wilson. 


Mr. Cornish’s address closed with a cli- 
max of applause and cheering when he 
said “The League of Nations presents 
ideals that are new to Europe, but old 
to America; in fact embodied in our con- 
stitution. I am sure the peace confer- 
ence will have a happy ending despite 
present difficulties and despite the fact 
that I am a life-long Republican I ap- 
prove of everything the President has 
done.” 

Mr. Trigg, the next speaker, dwelt at 
some length on the accomplishments of 
Philadelphia and the State of Pennsylva- 


nia in the matter of war work. The 
greater part of his address, however, was 
given over to a discussion of labor un- 
rest in the East. 

“There is only one way to stop labor 
unrest,” he said, “and that is to see that 
all get a square deal. There is a greater 
need for industrial co-operation now than 
during the war.” 


Mr. Trigg expressed surprise that Pres- 
ident Cornish should have found such 
unfavorable conditions in his tour of the 
country. He attributed much of the 
present dissatisfactory condition to the 
fact that “the public is thinking too 
much of pre-war prices.” He pointed 
out that in this respect the paint indus- 
try should consider itself more fortunate 
than many others and quoted statistics to 
show that the prices of paints and other 
construction materials advanced about 89 
per cent. during the war, whereas most 
other commodities advanced 100 per cent. 
or more in price. 


Business Better Than Year Ago. 


“T have found a feeling about the coun- 
try indicating that business is better 
than last year,” Mr. Trigg said. “In 
fact, some manufacturers tell me _ they 
are working night and day.” : 

Mr. Trigg declared that the best inter- 
ests of the country demanded that pub- 


table were the 


lic utilities be returned to private own- 
ership. Discussing costs, he said that he 
believed 90 per cent. of all costs could be 
charged to labor, although the reason 
for this would not be apparent to the 
average manufacturer at a first glance. 
He then pointed out that what is raw 
material to the paint manufacturer is in 
reality the finished product to other man- 
ufacturers and said that this applied to 
industry in general. 

Short talks also were made by Mr. 
Greene, Mr. Howard, Lieut. Brouster, 
Major Lambert and Richard Moore. 
Lieut. Brouster told briefly and modestly 
of his life on the firing line. 


Secretary Horgan, N. P., O. and V. 
A., Reports Splendid Meetings 
During Executives’ Tour of 


the West. 


Telegraphic advices from _ Secretary 
George V. Horgan, of the N. P., O. & V. 
A., report a most successful trip West of 
President Cornish and _ himself, with 
splendid meetings at Toledo, Indianapo- 
lis, St. Louis and Omaha. Mr. Horgan 
on Thursday continued on to Denver, the 
balance of the party, which included 
President Cornish, O. McG. Howard and 
Arthur Somers, returning to New York.

George B. Heckel, Jr., Returns with 
Wound Stripe—Twin Brother 
Still in Service. 


9,600 soidiers who back 
home on the Leviathan, the one of par- 
ticular interest to George Bb. Heckel, 
retury of the National Varnish Manufac- 
turers’ Association, and also secretary 
ot the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, 
was a young man who wore a wound 
stripe as his badge of honor—his son and 
namesake, Gerge B. Heckel, Jr. A twin 
brother, Frank P. Heckel; is still abroad. 

George B. Heckel was in Company B, 
304th Field Signal Battalion, which is 
now at Camp Dix awaiting to be dis- 
charged. Heckel was gassed November 
5 in the Argonne offensive, and for seven 
weeks afterwards was in bed at Baune, 
where previously he had been in charge 
of a chemical laboratory, suffering from 
influenza and pneumonia. From thence 
he was transferred to Hyereres on the 
Meditteranean, and subsequently to Sa- 
venay, near Siant Nazaire. He is still 
suffering from the effects of the gas. 
While in charge of the Baune laboratory 
ihrough a period of seven weeks, he was 
within 15 miles of his twin brother, a 
sergeant in the medical service in charge 
of Base Hospital Laboratory at Dijon. 
Again for three weeks, while at Savenay, 
he was within 5 miles of the twin, at that 
time in charge of the hospital laboratory 
at Saint Nazaire. But there was never a 
meeting, althugh each searched for the 
cther. 

Upon discharge, George B. Heckel, Jr., 
will return to service with the Educa- 
tional Bureau of the Paint Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of the United States. The 
brother, Frank, will remain abroad for 
some time, being now in charge of the 
great camp hospital laboratory at Saint 
Nazaire, and also being instructor in Eng- 
lish at the local branch of the Army Uni- 
versity there.

Establishing Trade Standards, 


Washington, May 2, 1919, 

Regulations have been issued 
Ministry of Economics of Germany cen 
spect to the manufacture and import of 
and the trade in raw and pure glycerine 

According to these raw and pure gly- 
cerine containing more than 20 per cet 
pure matter are to be considered glyce- 
ine. Only those factories are permitted 
to manufacture which have received the 
sanction of the Imperial Committee for 
Vegetable and Animal Oils and Fats, 
Trade in glycerine is only allowed on per- 
mits issued by this committee. Foreign 
glycerine must be delivered to the com- 
mittee, which fixes the price for the gly- 
cerine taken over. This must be deliy- 
ered without regard to the final prices 
fixed by the Imperial Arbitration Court 
for War Economy.

War Trade Board Extends Special 
Export License RAC-77. 


The War Trade Board has extended 
and reissued the special export license 
RAC-77, which was granted to the Cus- 
toms Service, effective April 7, 1919. As 
now amended the license authorizes the 
exportation by freight or express, with- 
out individual licenses, to the countries 
hereinbelow mentioned, of all commodi- 
ties whatsoever, except (A) commodities 
included in the export conservation list, 
and (B) machinery or materials intended 
for the manufacture of munitions and 
radio or wireless apparatus consigned to 
Mexico. 

The license reads :—Any 
the Western Hemisphere (excluding the 
possessions of England and France, to 
which shipments may now be made under 
special export license RAC-63); any 
country in Africa (excluding the colo- 
nies, possessions and _ protectorates of 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Belgium, 
to which shipments may now be made 
under special export license RAC-63) ; 
any country in Asia (excluding Japan 
and the colonies, possessions and protec- 
torates of Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Belgium and Japan, to which shipments 
may now be made under special export 
license RAC-63), and excluding Turkey 
in Asia and Arabia, and Spain and Por- 
tugal. 

The shipment of any commodity men- 
tioned in the export conservation list 
when destined to the countries included 
within the provisions of RAC-77 will re- 
quire an individual export license, appli- 
eation for which should be made to the 
War Trade Board or any of its branch 
offices on application form X-A, together 
with whatever supplemental forms may 
be prescribed on that list.

February Exports from London Show 


Very Heavy Gains. 


Washington, May 2, 1919. 


February exports from London to the 
United States amounted to nearly 50 per 
cent. of the total for the three months, 
January, February and March. Among 
the principal items were:—Drugs and 
chemicals, which totaled $744,018 (Febru- 
ary, $705,156); creosote oil, $428,245; 
acids, $157,096, and gums, $81,613. 


Export and Import Applicants Here- 


tofore Refused Notified to 
Try Again. 


The many relaxations which have been 
made in the export and import regula- 
tions of the War Trade Board since the 
armistice began and the recent changes 
and reductions in the Enemy Trading 
List, have made it possible that appli- 
cations for export and import licenses 
may now be considercd favorably, the 
board announces, whereas, in the past it 
has been necessary to refuse. 

Applicants, therefore, who have here- 
tofore received refusal notices of export 
or import licenses, and who are still de- 
sirous of making shipments, may reapply, 
and their applications will be given 
prompt consideration. 


Trading with the Enemy Regulations 
Now Existing Explained by Alien 


Property Custodian Garvan. 
Washington, May 2, 1919. 


In an official announcement for the 
purpose of clearing away any confusion 
which might exist in the minds of ex- 
porters and importers of the United 
States, Francis P. Garvan, Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, stated that all property 
which may have been created in or in- 
troduced into the United States after 
April 29 last for the account or benefit 
of persons in enemy territory, with whom 
trading has been authorized by the War 
Trade Board, under a recent ruling, will 
not be seized or interfered with by the 
A. P. C. It is explained that the War 
Trade Board ruling is in conformity with 
the action of the Supreme Economic 
Council at Paris following the agreement 
between the Allies and German represen- 
tatives to provide foodstuffs for Germany. 
The only reservation made by the A. P. 
Cc. with regard to this “trading with the 
enemy” is explained by Mr. Garvan as 
follows :— 

The action of the associated governments 
as announced in War Trade Board ruling 711 
does not authorize trade with respect to any 
property which heretofore, pursuant to the pro- 
visions o fthe trading with the enemy act, as 
amended, has been reported to the alien cus- 
todian, or should have been reported to him, 
or any property which heretofore, pursuant to 
the provisions of said act, the lien property 
custodian has seized, or has required to be 
conveyed, transferred, assigned, delivered or 
paid over to him 


W. T. B. Ruling 679 Does Not 
Authorize Trading with Enemy 
Under Certain Conditions. 


An amendment has been made to War 
Trade Board ruting 679, issued April 2, 
1919, by the addition thereto of the fol- 
lowing clause and proviso :—‘“The forego- 
ing action does not authorize trade with 
respect to any property which, prior to 


April 2, 1919, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Trading with the Enemy Act as 
amended, has been reported to the Alien 
Property Custodian or should have been 
so reported to him, or any property 
which, prior to April 2, 1919, pursuant to 
the provisions of said act, the Alien 
Property Custodian has seized or has re- 
quired to be conveyed, transferred, as- 
signed, delivered, or paid over to him.” 


Quantity Limitations on Export Des- 


tined for Switzerland Removed. 


The attention of exporters is called to 
the fact that shipments to Switzerland 
of commodities on the ‘free list” (see W. 

. B. R. 648, issued March 15, 1919) 
should be consigned, not to the S. S. S., 
but to the actual purchaser in Switzer- 
land. Applications for export licenses 
for such commodities should show the ac- 
tual purchaser as the proposed consignee. 

The War Trade Board has also an- 
nounced that, pursuant to the action of 
the associated governments, all quanti- 
tative limitations heretofore imposed on 
exports from the Associated Countries to 
Switzerland have been suspended, except 
with respect to finished munitions of war. 
Accordingly, applications for licenses to 
export all commodities, except finished 
munitions of war, to Switzerland will now 
be considered by the War Trade Board 
without limitation as to quantity, if ac- 
companied by the numbers of the import 
certificates issued by the Societe Suisse 
de Surveillance. All such licenses here- 
after issued shall be valid until revoked. 
The Societe Suisse de Surveillance in 
Switzerland has been notified of the fore- 
going action and will, therefore, now issue 
import certificates without reference to 
the quantitative limitations which have 
heretofore existed and which have now 
been suspended. 


British Government Continues Control 
of Potash, Flaxseed, Petrol 
and Turpentine. 


Flaxseed, petrol, potash and turpentine 
substitutes are among the commodities 
specially retained under British govern- 
mental control as regards sale and dis- 
tribution, according to a cablegram from 
Consul-General Skinner in London, un- 
der date of April 28. He quotes the 
British Board of Trade announcement 
that all control of the sale and distri- 
bution of commodities formerly exercised 
by the Admiralty, the War Office, the 
Ministry of Munitions and the Board of 
Trade has been abolished or will cease 
on May 31, with the following excep- 
tions :—Flax and flaxseed; fuel and gas; 
glass; partial petrol orders as to vouch- 
ers and returns; petrol; potash; tung- 
sten ores; turpentine substitute. Re- 
strictions on imports and exports are not 
covered by this announcement. 

Changes have been made in the Brit- 
ish export embargo list, the following ar- 
ticles being placed on list C, thereby al- 
lowing them to be exported to all coun- 
tries except enemy countries and certain 
neutral countries contiguous to enemy 
countries :—Bauxite ; liquid glucose; nuts 
used as food; wood and timber of all 
kinds (except mahogany, lignum vitae 
and hardwoods which are already on list 
C), hewn, sawn, or split, planed or 
dressed; and aceto celluloses. 


Metal Leaf Reappraisement Decisions. 


Two decisions of importance to import- 
ers of metal leaf have been made by Gen- 
eral Appraiser Fisher, of the United 
States Board of General Appraisers for 
the District of New York, the reappraise- 
ments being particularly in reference to 
imitation gold leaf and aluminum leaf.

BILLS OF LADING 


Report Issued by I. T. C. One of 
Most Important Yet Promul- 


gated. 
Washineton, May 2, 1919. 

One of the most important reports ever 
issued by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is that just made in the so- 
called Bill of Lading case. The report 
was written by Commissioner Woolley. 
It desls comprehensively and vreneraliv 
with the entire subject of bills of lading. 
and especially with the numerous and 
important questions of law and practices 
affecting the relations of shippers and 
earriers in the multifarious questions 
that come before the commission in the 
performance of its functions. 


The general subiect is treated in three 
sections, one dealing with the general 
merehandise domestic bill, another with 
the export bill, and a third with the live 
stock contract or bill of lading. The re- 
port issued today relates to the domestic 
and export bills of lading only; the live 
stock contract or bill being reserved for 
disposition in a supplemental report 
which it is expected will be issued in the 
near future.

Recent Cases Before Interstate 


Commerce Commission.

Washington, May 1, 1919. 

Reparation of $432.69 is claimed by the 
Southern Cotton Oil Company in a com- 
plaint filed with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission against the Southern Railway 
Company et al. The complainant states 
that three shipments of cocoanut oil were 
made from Charleston, S. C., to Savan- 
nah, Ga., and that a rate of 21 cents per 
100 pounds was charged for a total charge 
of $605.79. 
reasonable. 


The commission has granted _ the 
Georgia Southern and Florida Railroad 
et al, operating in the territory east of 
the Mississippi River and South of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers, to file rates, 
without observing the long and short haul 
of the fourth section of the act to regu- 
late commerce on shipments of cocoanut 
oil foots or sediment, and palm kernel oil 
foots or sediment. The commission does 
not approve of any rates that may be 
filed and that such rates will be subject 
to complaint and investigation. 

The Southern Cotton Oil Company has 

filed complaint with the commission 
against the Southern Railway Company 
et al, on account of alleged discrimina- 
tion and unreasonable charges in ship- 
ments of cocoanut oil. The petitioner 
states that a shipment of cocoanut oil 
weighing 97,100 pounds was made from 
Charleston, S. C., to Babbitt, N, J., June 
7, 1917, and that a charge of $524.34 was 
assessed at the rate of 54 cents per 100 
pounds. This is declared to be unreason- 
able in that it exceeds the rate on other 
oils. Reparation of $262.17 is claimed. 
_ Hearing of the case of the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company against Walker D. Hines, 
director-general of railroads, et al., pend- 
ing before the commission, is to be heard 
ai, oe Woodward at Philadelphia, 
May 8. 

The Seaboard Air Line Railroad has 
been granted permission by the commis- 
sion to file rates on ground limestone 
from Portland, Ga., to various points, 
without observing the long-and-short haul. 
In granting this authority the commis- 
sion said it does not approve of any 
rates that may be filed and that such 
rates will be subject to complaint and 
investigation. s 

Rumble & Wenesl Company, of Nathez, 
Miss., have filed complaint with the com- 
mission against Walker D. Hines, direc- 
tor-general of railroads, et al., on account 
of unreasonable reconsignment charges on 
four carloads of jute bagging. The peti- 
tioner states the shipments were made 
June 1, 1918, from Ludlow, Mass., to 
Natchez, and that $5 was chaged on each 
ear for reconsignment. This is declared 
to be unreasonable and reparation of $20 
is claimed. 

The Oklahoma Petroleum and Gasoline 
Company, of Tulsa, Okla., has filed com- 
plaint with the commission against the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Ry. Co. et 
al on account of alleged unreasonable 
charges on 94 drums of caustic soda 
shipped from St. Louis, Mo., to Tulsa, Ok- 
lahoma, February 9, 1918. This rate is 
declared to be unreasonable in that it ex- 
ceeded a rate of 23 cents. Reparation is 
claimed.

In the development of the export busi- 
ness, to which many producers are 
giving much attention, it is found in 
some instances that low grades are in 
demand, and in some instances lower 
are manufactured for certain 
export business than are offered to 
the domestic trade. It does not ap- 
pear, however, that American consum- 
ers are getting any the worst of it, 
for there is no tendency—as was once 


the case in so many lines—to offer 
goods for export cheaper than the 
same goods are sold in this country. 


Export prices are quite as high as are 
prices to the domestic trade; for, eager 
as they are for foreign business, pro- 
ducers recognize that it is the Ameri- 


can consumer who is always the big- 
gest and best buyer. 
Blacks. 

There is not much change in the 
situation in blacks. There is a good 
demand for the leading blacks from 
different sources, but the export de-

There was not as active a demand 
for rosin this week as there was last. 
There was less demand from South 
American exporters, and domestic soap 
makers were not doing much buying. 
However, there is business being done 
every day, and the undertone of the 
market is steady. There was a decline 
of 15 cents a barrel in the lowest 
grades, but the higher grades were un- 
changed. The movement is light for 
this season of the year, and, while the 
foreign demand up to this time has not 
been up to expectations, there is a gen- 
eral feeling that there will be an im- 
provement from now on. Some people 
in the trade attribute the fact that the 
demand from Europe has not been up 
to expectation to the fact that there 
was a considerable amount of rosin 
that had been intended for war uses, 
and which has been made available to 
the trade since the signing of the arm- 
istice. This rosin, so they figure, should 
be about all gone by this time, and 
therefore they look for an improvement 
in the demand. Buyers are undoubted- 
ly waiting to see what effect the move- 
ment is going to have on the market. 
While the season is late and the move- 
ment up to this time has been light, 
there must soon begin to be a very 
lively movement of new crop rosin, and 
some buyers believe that they will be 
able to do better than present prices by 
waiting. However, this remains to be 
seen. There is a scarcity of rosin in 
most of the countries of the world, and 
there is apt to be a great improvement 
in the export demand it any time.

However, the demand has 
not been pressing up to this time and 
there has been a good deal of accumu- 
lation in the hands of producers. Most 
of the factories will be closed from 
now on until late in August, and there 
will certainly be a reduction of stocks 
during this period. Production has 
been so much curtailed this year that 
—if the demand is nearly as good as 
now seems probable—there is not go- 
ing to be much to carry over at the 
end of the year. Discounts remain 
the same and there is a steady under- 
tone to the market. 





Zinc Output of Germany More Than 
Adequate During War—Could 
Pay an Indemnity? 


Advices from England state that one of 
the few raw materials of which Germany 
had an adequate supply during the war 
war zine, and it is pointed out that zinc, 
like potash, might well be one of the ma- 
terials in which Germany might pay an 
indemnity. Figures quoted by a German 
publication place the total German zinc 
output from both domestic and foreign 
ores in 1918 at 336,000 tons, of which 
56,000 tons were imported. Zine exported 
aggregated about 105,000 tons, leaving a 
balance of 231,000 tons for home con- 


sumption. 

Of this a considerable quantity was used 
by the German export trade, and went 
abroad in the shape of half products and 
finished goods. In 1913 the amount 
smelted was about 260,000 tons foreign 
(mostly Australian) zine ores, with 40 
per cent. metal content, yielding 103,000 
tons zinc, and about 541,000 tons home 
zinc ores, with 32 per cent. metal con- 
tent, yielding 175,600 tons zine. During 
the war German zinc smelting was almost 
entirely dependent on home supplies. 

The raw zinc output of the War Raw 
Material Section in 1916 was about 196,- 
500 tons; 1917, about 186,500 tons; 1918, 
about 198,000 tons (to October). This 
fully covered war needs. At present the 
home zinc production exceeds the demand. 
Although the demand for zine will in- 
crease with the resumption of normal 
economic conditions, and particularly the 
export trade, there will be no necessity, 
for some time to come, to import either 
zinc ores or the finished material.

Am occa- 
sional lot of important size is picked up, 
but in the main the trade is able to get 
only small lots. There is a good demand 
for seed offered from Northern territory 
and a poor demand for Southern seed. 


The greater part of the receipts arriv- 
ing on the market at present originate 
in Southern territory and the quality is 
por, Some of this seed is very foul 
with watergrass seed, and the oil content 
per pound would be light from the mix- 
tue. Holders are stubborn regarding 
priees and the buyers naturally do not 
want to pay more for the seed than it 
can return in oil value. It is hard to get 
a supply of choice seed at present. 
Farmers are busy in their fields, taking 
advantage of every possible moment of 
favorable weather, and they are not de- 
livering. A few of them are still asking 
higher prices than the present market 
promises them, but as new crops go into 
the ground many of them have that 
spring feeling that now is the time to sell. 
As a rule, the farmers carry very little 
seed over into the new crop year, and it 
is to be hoped that they will loosen up 
With their reserve just as soon as they 
get through seeding. 

As it is at present the crushers are 
Withdrawing from the oil market because 
they have nothing to offer for sale, and 
until the supply situation improves those 
Shae for quick shipment are likely 
0 be disappointed.

but soil conditions still favor. While 
there have been no general rains, at the 
same time the weather has been a little 
too damp for rapid drying of the soil, 
and the farmers are still handicapped in 
plowing for wheat. The time limit for 
wheat in the northern part of the belt is 
about over, and if the farmers want to 
work their land they will have to sow 
grain that can be put in the ground later. 
In the case of North Dakota and Mon- 
tana the second choice is likely to be flax, 
especially if the land is new breaking. 


At a meeting of the tractor men’s as- 
sociation Monday night of this week the 
matter of calling flax production to the 
attention of the farmers was taken care 
of by Louis Wommer, of the American 
Linseed Company, and the tractor men 
have promised co-operation. Requests 
for circulars have been made and esti- 
mates of what the tractor interests can 
distribute are liberal. In addition to the 
circulars to be sent to tractor owners 
and buyers in the States, distribution will 
be made to Western Canadian farmers, 
Matiers look favorable for a much larger 
acreage of flax than the farmers intended 
— and at least a fair crop is expect- 
ed. 


Local crushers have been notified of 
the arrival of Argentine flax at New 
York and also of fresh shipments from 
Buenos Aires. One cargo is expected to 
get away today. Fresh offerings of Ar- 
gentine seed have been made, but at ad- 
vanced prices, and no trades reported for 
the week. 


While local stocks of flax in public ele- 
vators are holding up, there has been 
quite a decrease in private stocks.. Re- 
ceipts of the past week have been too 
light to take care of the requirements of 
the mills after shipments have been de- 
ducted. Purchases for shipment to out- 
of-town mills are decreasing, though they 
continue liberal compared with the inflow 
of offerings. Out of 65,000 bushels re- 
ceived, 25,000 bushels were shipped out.

LINSEED CAKE AND MEAL. 


There is little doing in the cake and 
meal market just now. The Eastern 
crushers are still waiting on the for- 
eign demand, and it has not yet be- 
come possible to ship much. In the. 
West the demand is not as good as it 
has been, but stocks in the West are 
not as large as they are in the East. 
There is no seed being crushed just 
now to cause stocks to increase rap- 
idly, in spite of the slow demand. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 1, 1919. 


The demand for meal is not as good as 
it was last week, but most crushers pro- 
fess the ability to get rid of their output. 
Where the demand for meal is lacking 
there is a chance to ship cake East at a 
fair price, so there is still a lack of cause 
for worry. 

There are some old contracts still on 
the crushers’ books that call for filling, 
and with these to take care of it does not 
take more than a moderate run of fresh 
business to keep the mills clear of by- 
product.

OIL STORAGE TANKS 


At San Francisco Can Be Erected on 
Islais Creek, Following New 
Legislation. 


San Francisco, April 26, 1919. 


; Passage of Senate bill No. 326 by the 
California Legislature is regarded by veg- 
etable oil men of San Francisco as a 
boon to the industry, as it opens the wa 
to the leasing of lands on Islais Cree 
for oil storage plants by the State Harbor 
Commission. 

There has been a big fight on here over 
this bill, as the city administration has 
sought to control Islais Creek lands and 
has been bitterly opposed to long leases. 
The Harbor Commission purposes to 
lease sites for a period of 25 years, and 
plans have been formulated by a number 
of concerns for the erection of large oil 
Storage tanks. If present plans are ad- 
yl © toda: Commission will as- 

€ building of storage tan bear-

e Harbor Commission’s purpose in 
formulating this policy was to win for 
San Francisco the business which has 
threatened to go to Seattle. 

In conjunction with the tankage facili- 
ties proposed, the Harbor Commission is 
completing reconstruction of a barge for- 
merly used in the Hawaiian Islan mo- 
lasses trade. This barge will carry 700 
tons of oil at one time. The barge and 
the tanks, when completed, oil men men 
here assert, will give San Francisco the 
best equipment on the Pacific coast for 
the handling of bulk oils of all varieties. 
Reconstruction of the barge was delayed 
for a time by the machinists’ strike, but 
is progressing again. 

J. H. McCallum, president of the State 
Harbor Commission, has notified the oil 
men of San Francisco of the Harbor 
Board's victory in the Legislature, thank- 
ing them for their interest and assistance 
in the fight waged at Sacramento before 
the Legislature. A delegation of oil men 
went to the State capital with Harbor 
Board officials to help in the fight for this 
bill and others having to do with harbor 
development by the State. 


Federal Fats and Oils Office Re- 
moved to 280 Broadway, 
This City. 


B. E. Reuter, who was chairman of the 
Interdepartmental Committee on Fats 
and Oils and chief of the Fats and OjJs 
Division of the Food Administration dur- 
ing the war-time conservation and allo- 
cation, has removed his office to 280 
Broadway. 

After leaving the Food Administration 
Mr. Reuter opened offices in Baltimore, 
where he invited inquiries from any per- 
son in the fats and oil industry, promis- 
ing that he would supply for the advan- 
tage of the industry any information or 
advice that his war-time experience qual- 
ified him for. He has now sailed for 
Europe to make a special survey of the 
fats and oils situation for the benefit of 
the American industry. 

He has announced to the trade that in 
the new offices at 280 Broadway, New 
York city, general information ca‘ still 
be had on short notice, data relative to 
fats, oils, lard substitute, margarine, 
soap, glycerine, etc. In addition, as soon 
as machinery is assembled, periodic bul- 
letin service will be inaugurated, to at 
all times keep the trade posted as to con- 
ditions not only in the United states, nut, 
in time, throughout the world.

Last week there was considerable busi- 
ness booked, mostly for quick shipment, 
but in addition there were quite a few 
orders written for shipment during the 
summer. So far as known there has been 
no trade in new crop oil. While buyers 
have been willing to recognize the possi- 
bilities of an advance in oil crop prices 
they have not become sufficiently imbued 
with the bullish possibilities of the new 
crop and are not making any contracts 
for fall shipment. 


There is no delay in furnishing ship- 
ping directions and no delay in securing 
cars to make the deliveries. There is no 
acknowledgment of an over-sold condi- 
tion and, with the situation so bullish, 
it is unlikely that the crushers have writ- 
ten contracts for oil that they will have 
to secure seed to make. Under the cir- 
cumstances the buyers having contracts 
written will likely get their oil without 
delay. 

Prices quoted at $1.56@1.59 in carload 
lots, according to the position of the 
crusher as regards the securing of seed 
and oil contracts caring for present sup- 
plies on hand.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


In spite of the fact that members of 
the Produce Exchange have worked 
hard to induce the government to re- 
move the restrictions on the cotton- 
seed oil market it now looks as if there 
would be nothing done until the end 
of the crop year. The South has filed 
a protest against doing away with the 
fixed price of 17%c. for crude at the 
mills, and is evidently afraid that in 
an open market cottonseed would not 
bring that price. There has been a 
good deal of talk recently about cotton- 
seed oil being worth all that is being 
paid for it and the claim has been 
made that it would advance in an open 
market. It is hardly to be believed, 
however, that many people really have 
any such idea, and the Southern pro- 
ducers can hardly be blamed for want- 
ing to be able to obtain the fixed price 
as long as possible. There is a good 
demand for cottonseed oil just now, 
and if there was an open market it 
would be a very lively one. It is said 
that prime summer yellow sold as high 
as 22%c. in this market this week. 
There is very heavy takings by the 
lard substitute makers right along, and 
stocks are being reduced. There is 
still some distressed oil in the South, 
however, and in the buying care is 
given to give the distressed oil the 
preference. There will be a constant 
decrease in the supply between now 
and the close of the crop year, and the 
carry-over will hardly be as large as it 
looked some time ago that it would be. 
There is some talk of resuming trading 
in cottonseed oil on the Produce Ex- 
change before the fixed price is re- 
moved so that the market will be ready 
—" it again becomes an open mar-

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is some 
improvement in the demand for China 
wood oil and some forward business is 
being done at 16 cents f. o. b. Pacific 
coast. The spot demand is not par- 
ticularly active, but consumers have 
small stocks on hand as a rule, and 
are beginning to pay more attention 
to the market. There is a steady mar- 
ket reported in the Orient, and there 
will be a great deal of wood oil sent to 
Europe this year. There has been 
much less oil than usual ordered for 
shipment to this country, and the 
amount pointed this way just now is 
not large. Some importers do not hesi- 
tate to predict a great scarcity of 
China wood oil in this country next 
fall, but consumers do not seem to be 
troubling themselves about the situa- 
tion. On the spot wood oil is quoted 
at 18@18c. with adulterated oil bring- 
ing whatever anyone is ready to bid. 

COCONUT OIL.—Coconut oil has 
been steady in tone, and sales have 
been numerous.

Early last month Manila coconut oil 
was quoted at from £39 10s to £40, 
c. i. f., London, for prompt delivery. 
Interest was shown in the statement 
that a producer of 10,000 tons of Manila 
oil per month was endeavoring to find 
an agent in New York who would han- 
dle the sales of output. 


CORN OIL.—Corn oil continues to 
rise in value. Crude stocks are not 
offered, but refined grade is obtainable. 
Refined oil in barrels is quoted at 

22.81 per 100 pounds, cooperage ship- 
ments; last period the quotation was 
$21.56, which was followed by advance 
to $22.06. A Canadian inquiry was in 
the local market on the 29th. Release 
from restrictions imposed on a number 
of firms under the trading-with-the- 
enemy Federal law will help producers 
in this market, as in others. The black- 
list provisions were removed on the 
29th. A carlot of crude oil was offered 
on the 30th at 18c., f. o. b. Indianapolis, 
prompt; two cars of oil were offered at 
19c. for the last half of May. Refined 
in cases—-10 gallons to case—was quot- 
ed by a New York refiner at $1.89% 
per gallon, New York. 

COPRA.—The inability to obtain 
stocks is reported by several classes 
of buyers in this market. The first to 
complain were some crushers. The 
poor quality of copra in warehouses 
in the eastern part of this country is 
also alleged to be a present cause for 
complaint. It developes, according to 
a buyer, that copra has been stored 
here for a long time, and was not 
hoarded elsewhere, as first reported. 
Several local importers have abandoned 
the traffic in copra. This course was 
adopted due to inability to obtain sat- 
isfactory arrangements. South Sea 
sun-dried stock is quoted at 7c. per 
pound in bags, coast. 


HEMPSEED OIL.-—There has been 
a fairly active market for hempseed 
oil, and soapmaking interests and oth- 
ers are expected to enlarge their needs 
shortly. The upward tendency in some 
oils has caused buyers to stock up 
sooner than it was deemed necessary 
earlier in the year. 

KAPOC SEED OIL.—Stocks are not 
largely held. Strength has been a 
feature of the market, with inquiry 
somewhat active. Predictions that de- 
mand will be greater from soapmak- 
ing interests and other buyers appear 
to be borne out by developments. The 
period following the signing of peace 
will be most active, according to ob- 
servers. 

LUMBANG OIL.—Stocks of this oil 
are not large in the East; reports from 
the West show an offering equalling 
more than a carlot. A quotation for 
oil in the East is made at $1.45 per gal- 
lon. Phillipine oil was offered at 1lé6c. 
per pound; this is a lot available at 
San Francisco. The lack of use in 
domestic quarters for drying oil dur- 
ing the period of the war (this dullness 
noted especially by those not dealing 
with firms having war contracts) is 
expected to have caused a demand that 
is soon expected to be felt by holders 
of lumbang oil and other products. 

OLIVE OIL.—Report was heard this 
week that oil that was imported from 
France was offered at $6.15 per gal- 
lon, New York. When _ recent. ship- 
ments were received from France some 
importers in New York said that the 
oil had originated in Spain. Edible oil, 
Spanish, is quoted at $2.60@2.75 per 
gallon in barrels, New York; dena- 
tured, $2.25@2.30; demand fair. Re- 
ports have reached local interests that 
the 1918 crop of olives in Greece was 
gratifying. Last reports stated that 
there was no export duty placed on oil 
shipped from Greece. Spain imposes a 
duty on oil shipped out. The 1918 
output in Greece was 35,702,000 gal- 
lons. News of settlement of labor 
troubles in Spain was received the 
other day. Nothing by way of con- 
firmation regarding ban on exporta- 
tions from Spain was heard during 
period. More arrivals at New York 
occurred. 

PALM OIL.—Supplies of palm oil in 
New York are low. Offerings are for 
limited lots. Liberian oil is offered at 
10@1lc. per pound, but no interest is 
manifested. Congo is quoted at 9c. 
Shipments for the open market ‘have 
been difficult to get started to the 
States. Sierra Leone is quoted at 13c. 

During a period of a few days last 
month there were 1,041 packages and 
44 casks of palm oil received in Lon- 
don; shipments were from the primary 
market. It is said that English colonies 
that have been noted for sending palm 
oil to Germany are now sending stocks 
to the British empire.

MENHADEN OIL.—Inquiry for 
crude oil was heard during the period 
closed.

CHINAWOOD.—Chinawood oil shares the 
general condition of slightly decreased ac- 
tivity, which has marked the vegetable oil 
market during the week. The _ slowing- 
down which has occurred during the period 
just closed is said to be due to the buyers 
waiting for the government to act in regard 
to cottonseed oil. Chinawood oil continues 
firm this week, l6c. being the prevalent 
price for the commodity, though 15%c. coast 
was heard from some dealers. Spot ship- 
ments were bringing 18c., it was said. 

COCOANUT OIL.—Heavy trading was re- 
ported this week in cocoanut oil. Prevail- 
ing prices show a slight advance over last 
week’s averages, confirming the feeling gen- 
eral here that the oil will prove a good 
market for this period. The situation both 
as regards stocks and foreign markets is re- 
garded as past the critical stage, with ship- 
ments of the oil from the Indies reported 
abundant, and demand from the mid-Eu- 
ropean countries now permissible. Chicago 
producers are now holding the oil at 13c. 
for prompt shipments, and 13\%c. for June- 
December, f. o. b. seller’s tanks, Pacific 
coast. Manila oil, basis 5 per cent., is held 
at 12%c. May shipment; while Japanese oil, 
5 per cent. maximum, is bringjng 13c. for 
prompt shipments, both f. o. b. seller's 
tanks, Pacific coast. This week's mark for 
the domestic oil was 10%c., f. o. b. seller’s 
tanks for June-July shipments. Forward stock 
was quoted at 13%c. seller’s tanks. 

COPRA.—Short stocks hinder the action 
of the copra market in Chicago at ptesent. 
The prospect of new supplies arriving with- 
in a short time is expected to initiate a fair 
trade in this oil. At the current writing 
the situation shows no great degree of ac- 
tivity. 

CORN OIL.—A substantial advance is evi- 
dent in this week’s corn oil market, the top 
being 18c. in seller’s tanks, f. o. b. Chicago, 
May, for the 3 per cent. maximum grade. 
The local dealers report a good demand 
from domestic sources, with a wider for- 
pn market to be expected in the near fu- 
ure. 


COTTONSEED. — Firmness characterizes 
the local cottonseed oil trade this week, with 
prices holding unchanged from last week's 
figures. Demand was described for the 
most part as strong, especially for soapmak- 
ing grades. The foreign influence on trade 
plays some part in the demand, dealers de- 
clare. Prevailing figures for the deodor- 
ized white material are 21%@21%c. deliv- 
ered. Prime summer bleachable on a fair 
market was quoted at 191% @20c., while the 
summer yellow oil, prime in color, off-color 
and flavor, was offered by one dealer at 
19%c. c. a. f. Chicago basis, May shipment, 
in seller's tanks. Soapmaking grades were 
— sold at 19@19%c. during the pe- 
riod. 


HEMPSEED.—Hempseed is selling on a 
strong market this week, dealers here de- 
clare. Demand is coming in at an active 
rate, and the market is strengthening. The 
prevailing quotation this week is l5c. sell- 
er’s tanks, coast, for prompt shipments. 


OLIVE OIL.—Olive oil is parted with at 
the old figures of $2.85 for prompt ship- 
ments in carload lots, coast, in Chicago dur- 
ing the period closed.

SEATTLE OIL MARKET. 


Seattle, Wash., April 30, 1919. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—This offering has 
slumped off another cent in the week just 
passed, and there is no sign as yet that a real 
stable bottom for the market has been reached. 
There scems to be a combination of a slow 
demand and a willingness on the part of all 
buyers to hold off that prevents any let-up in 
the downward trend as yet The new prevail- 
ing asking figure, 15c. in sellers’ tanks, and 
bidders’ ideas of the future trend can be seen 
by the fact that they have dropped to 13%c, 
There were absolutely no new deals of note 
closed this past week. 

COCOANUT OIL.—There 
seen here on cocoanut oil, 
cept one were generally agreed at the new 
range of 13%@14\%c. in sellers’ tanks. This 
one concern was giving out more bearish 
views of the market, but is generally under- 
stood to be trying to buy at shipping point 
now, which would account for the situation. 
The trading has been confined to a good aver- 
age for the past month, with an absence of 
any extra large deals to attract attention 
among the traders. The chief reason ad- 
vanced for the failure of export buying to 
develop in this market is found in the easier 
situation on cocoanut oil in certain Oriental 
markets. A number of the Asiatic bankers 
have been calling in oil paper of late, and 
forced selling has been reported in a number 
of instances. The export buyers evidently 
think that waiting a little lower priced lots 
will be available. The recent legislation 
against milk containing this oil has also 
slowed up several big deals. California is the 
latest State to pass a law making manufac- 
turers of evaporated milk containing cocoanut 
oil label their product ‘‘imitation’’ milk, and 
also pay taxes such as are imposed on oleo- 
margarine manufacturers. 


COPRA.—This product has been in rather 
free arrival for the past fortnight, but the de- 
mand has been good enough to care for all of- 
ferings and still allow of a slightly firmer mar- 
ket being established. The holders are refusing 
to sell at less than 7%c. now, although during 
the week sales were made at 7c. and then 7c. 
Bidders are trying to make the same circum- 
stances which have held down the cocoanut oil 
trade affect copra as well, in an effort to get 
lower prices, but feed manufacturers all over 
the country have been buying too freely. The 
actual sales which were reported during the 
week were only average as to size. The big 
deal which was being arranged last week is 
reported as still unclosed. 


PEANUT OIL.—Peanut oil was being held at 
18\%c. in sellers’ tanks by about haif of the 
handlers in the market, while the others have 
already gone up to 19%c. in their held price. 
It would appear to be only a matter of days 
until the buyers will have to meet this price. 
This marks an increase of %@\c. during the 
past week. 

One significant feature of the situation is 
the fact that peanut oil is about the only of- 
fering on which the Japanese dealers are not 
now getting ready to shade their prices a 
little. The withholding of the export business 
that had been counted on for so long served 
to slacken up most oil lines in the Orient and 
eased prices, but on peanut oil Eastern holders 
seem aware fully of the fact that their stock 
is the greater part of the available supply, 
and that the business will have to come to 
them. 


Sales from the holdings on hand have 
a little better than the recent average, 
not enough to cause any flurry locally. Fair- 
sized receipts were noted, and the shipment 
of two large lots, previously sold, from Everett 
was reported. 


CORN OIL.—There has been a 5c. raise in 
the held price.on corn oil here, and a sharp 
jump of around 20c. is predicted for the com- 
ing week. The steadily advancing market 
on the raw product cannot but be reflected 
here, and buyers have been taking more freely. 


SOYA BEAN OIL.—There was less of an 
advance on bean oil this past week than has 
been the usual case of late, with 16c. the gen- 
eral asking price at this time. This is Ic. 
over the rate in effect here a week ago, and 
holders say cannot stay down. While grant- 
ing that many offers at Oriental shipping 
points are noted, and forced sales have brought 
a decline there, it is pointed out that the 
freight situation is not such as to allow of 
this being laid down immediately and the 
filling of export orders calls for such service. 
There has been a better demand seen here 
during the week, and a little evidence is found 
that European export business may start in 
again. Should this occur, there is sure to be 
further advances in the markets. 


At present the Japanese holders 
plaining that they will be forced 
very great losses in case no 
within a short while. The oil millers are 
especially affected, as they bought their sea- 
son’s supply on the assumption that there 
would be no interruption to the movement. 
When the American buyers slowed up to see 
what the European demand would start out 
like, the Eastern buyers stopped taking the 
millers’ supply as it was turned out, and the 
result has been notably slow business of late. 


The biggest bull factor in the situation is 
the future outlook on the export demand, but 
the fact that compound manufacturers will 
have to come around to this offering before 
the year is over is also to be considered.

Possibly the carelessness of ix 
experienced importers in the past in forwart- 
ing barreled oils in shipments from the Pe 
cifle coast without proper inspection and tr 
cooping has brought about the present thre 
ened embargo.

Child Labor Law Held Unconstitu- 


tional by North Carolina Judge. 


The child labor section of the War Rev- 
enue bill, placing a prohibitive tax on the 
products of child labor entering inter- 
state commerce, has been declared un- 
constitutional Friday by Federal Judge 
James E. Boyd, at Greensboro, N. C. 
Last year he declared void the original 
Child Labor act, which the United S‘ates 
Supreme Court annulled by a margin of 
one vote. 

The revenue law levies a 10 per cent. 
tax on products of factories employing 
children under 14 years of age, or those 
between 14 and 16 years working more 


than eight hours daily, when the prod- 
ucts enter interstate commerce. 
Judge Boyd made permanent a_tem- 


porary injunction prohibiting the enforce- 
ment of the law in the case of a Char- 
lotte, N. C., factory.

American potash manufacturers do not 
feel that they can compete with France 
and Germany in furnishing 5,000 tons of 
potash to the Norwegian Government. 
This is indicated in letters received bv the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce here in response to notices sent to 
many American firms that the Norwegian 
rovernment is in the market for this 
product.

ALCOHOL ALLOCATION. 


Government Will Sell but Little of 
Supply on Hand or Con- 
tracted For. 


Washington, May 2, 1919. 

There will be little or none of the store 
of alcohol which the War Department 
now has on hand or has contracted for 
which “vill be sold. This alcohol will 
be allocated among the various govern- 
ment establishments using alcohol in 
sufficient quantities to last for a long 
period. If there is any surplus it will 
be sold back to the manufacturers, but 
not for beverage uses. 

The War Department on Tuesday au- 
thorized the following statement from the 
Office of the Director of Sales :— 

The disposition of the War Depart- 
ment’s surplus supply of alcohol was con- 
sidered at a meeting of a committee 
representing producers of alcohol, with 
representatives of the Director of Sales. 

The committee representing the pro- 
ducers found that the government svur- 
plus of alcohol was not large enough to 
warrant their taking it over and selling 
it in the open market for the govern- 
ment and it was their opinion that a large 
proportion of this surplus should be held 
for the account and use of other govern- 
ment depirtments. It was agreed, how- 
ever, that the surplus remaining after 
all the bureaus of the government were 
amply supplied with alcohol, to take care 
of their requirements over a long period, 
should be disposed of by selling it back 
to the producers 

Any undenatured alcohol sold back to 
the producers would, of course, have to 
be sold for other than beverage purposes. 
The government surplus of denatured and 
rectified aleohol would have to be pro- 
cessed before being marketed. The quan- 
tity of alcohol in the hands of the War 
Department, after the needs of the vari- 
ous departments of the government are 
take care of, will be made known to the 
committee representing the alcohol pro- 
ducers 





Flavoring Extracts May Be Barred 
Under Wisconsin Prohibition Bill. 


Chicago, May 2, 1919. 

A substitute amendment to the prohi- 
bition bill pending in the Wisconsin Leg- 
islature, recently introduced by Senator 
Burke, is decidedly objectionable to 
manufacturers of flavoring extracts and 
household remedies according to a state- 
ment issued here by Thomas E. Lannen. 
secretary of the National Manufacturers 
of Soda Water Flavors. He has advised 
the members of the association to insist 
upon the modification of the bill 

“Section 3 of the substitute bill.” 
Mr. Lannen. ‘defines liquors ‘to be and 
include ail liquors and drinks of what- 
soever name or description, including pat-

ent or proprietary medicines, capable of 
being used as a_ beverage, containing 
more than two and three-quarters per- 


centum of alcohol by weight at sixty de- 
gress Fahrenheit.’ 
“The bill is

construed to bar flavoring extracts, ete. 

“The following proviso should be added 
at the end of the definition of intoxicating 
liquors :— 


“* *Provided, That the provisions of this act 
shall not be construed to apply to the manu- 
facture or sale of flavoring extracts, soda wa- 
ter flavors, perfumes, toilet preparations, the 
ordinary household remedies or patent and pro- 
prietary medicines sold in good faith

Patent Medicine Tax Bill Killed in

Pennsylvania Liquor Law Amendment 
Excludes Druggists and Chemists. 


Amendments to the Ramsey bill, now 
pending in the Legislature at Harrisburg, 
Pa., with regard to sales by pharmacists, 
manufacturing and wholesale chemists of 
alcoholic liquors, were made last week. 
Under the amendment, alcoholic bever- 
ages of an intoxicating character are de- 
fined as well as all vinous, spirituous, 
malt or brewed liquors or any admixture 
containing more than 2% per cent. alco- 
hol, “but does not include nor does this 
act affect the manufacture or importa- 
tion or exportation of intoxicating liquors 
for medicinal, sucramental, chemical, 
mechanical, industriai, manufacturing or 
scientific purposes in the manner herein- 
after provided.”

For the information of exporters in the 
United States the War Trade Board an- 
nounces they have been informed that the 
French restrictions of the decree of May

are imported for the purpose of re-ex- 
portation after transformation. Such 
commodities may now be imported with- 
out special license, but the manufacturer 
or reworking importer must guarantee 
to re-export the same within six months.

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OIL PRODUCERS 
FOR STABILIZATION 


Request Food Administration to 
Continue Plan to October |— 
Want Open Trading 
Thereafter. 


Washington, May 2, 1919. 

At the meeting held here Tuesday to 
discuss the matter of requesting the Food 
Administration to remove stabilization 
from cottonseed oil it developed that 
there were some 200 tanks of off oil in 
the Mississippi Valley, Louisiana, Okla- 
homa, Tennessee and Arkansas, which 
mills desired to sell to the refiners at this 
time. After discussing the situation fully 
with the Food Administration, it was 
decided that it would not be wise at this 
time to request destabilization, but to 
leave it optional with the Food Adminis- 
tration as to whether or not they deemed 
it advisable to remove stabilization. 

The refiners and lard substitute manu- 
facturers explained in detail that owing 
to the increased price of hardening ma- 
terials and the decreased price of soap- 
stock, there was absolutely no profit in 
the manufacture of lard substitute at 
present prices, and in order for them to 
purchase crude from the mills at present 
stabilized price, they must be granted 
an additional spread. A committee drew 
up resolutions which, after considerable 
explanation and discussion, were present- 
ed to Mr. Ricard, Mr. Hoover's assistant. 
Mr. Ricard advised that he would take 
the matter under consideration, commun- 
icate with Mr. Hoover, and announce the 
decision of the Food Administration as 
quickly as possible. 

The committee further recommended to 
the Food Administration that the cotton 
oli market of the New York Produce Ex- 
change be opened, so far as trading in 
new crop oil is concerned, beginning with 
October deliveries. The idea in making 
this recommendation was that if the mar- 
ket is opened at this time there will not 
be such violent fluctuations later on when 
the exchange is opened should peace be 





declared and the Food Administration 
cease suddenly. 
Following is the resolution presented 


to the Food Administration :— 

Resolved, That it is the unanimous opinion 
of the meeting that the stabilization program 
should not be discontinued until the owners 
of crude oil have been given an opportunity 
to dispose of their oil at the stabilized price; 

That, as soon as same is done we are agree- 
able to releasing’ the Food Administration 
from its pledge in regard to the stabilization 
program, and are willing for the Food Admin- 
istration to remove the restrictions and allow 
the market to go back to its normal course 
whenever in the judgment of the Food Admin- 
istration it is proper and advisable that same 
be done; further 

That, in case the Food Administration does 
not release control of the industry, we recog- 
nize the need of an increased spread on lard 
substitute so as to compensate for the in- 
creased cost of the hardening material needed 
for producing the lard substitute, and ask 
that same be granted in order that the re- 
mainder of the crop may move readily from 
producer to consumer; further 

That we feel that an increased spread on 
lard substitute should carry with it on the 
part of the refiners an obligation to relieve 
mills of crude oil that they desire to sell at 
the stabilized price so as to enable the mills 
to buy the remainder of the seed; further 

That we recommend the opening of the cot- 
ton oil market of the New York Produce 
Exchange as far as trading in new crop oil 
e concerned, beginning with the October de- 
ivery. 

Officials of the Food Administration 
said that atteniwts to pass such a reso- 
lution have apparently been abandoned 
by the cottonseed men and that the con- 
ference on Tuesday developed the views 
of the industry and of the government to 
be in harmony concerning the situation 
and the advantages of stabilization. 

Under the government's stabilization 
program a minimum price of $70 a ton 
has been maintained for several months 
for cottonseed producing 41 gallons of oil 
to the ton.

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Two changes of great interest to the 
paint trade took effect on May 1 with the 
resignation of Herbert G. Clopper as head

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Canada. 

There is a determined movement in Canada, and 
particularly in Alberta and the Northwest, to de- 
velop such new territory as the Mackenzie River 
Basin and the country in the vicinity of the Peace 
River. ‘Two of the big fellows have planned active 
drilling campaigns, and millions of dollars will be 
expended to increase the possibilities of production in 
the Dominion. Already five parties of geologists 
have been sent into the fields by one large company, 
and they will examine the territory east and west 
of Edmonton as far as the foothills of the Rockies, 
on the one side, and Battleford, Saskatchewan, on 
the other. Drilling also has been resumed in British 
Columbia. In the Ontario fields certain deep tests 
are reaching an interesting stage, although the Mosa 
field new production efforts at Strathburn have been 
given up and the leases returned to the farmers. 


Gulf Coast. 
The field report from the Gulf Coast for the 


period since our last report was disappointing in that 
while there was an increase of seven in the number 
of completions—from 14 to 2 1—the amount of new 
production for the field dropped from 8,320 barrels 
to 245 barrels. Sour Lake, with five completions 
and 180 barrels of new oil, led the list; Goose Creek, 
with 3 completions and 100 barrels, was next in 
order of importance. Saratoga got two comple- 
tions and 65 barrels of new production. There was 
a gain of 11 in rigs, and a gain of three in total new 
work at the end of the week. The most important 
news of the week was the placing of the new Blue 
Ridge well, originally held to be a 35-degree gravity 
oil, as a 24-degree oil, testing 25 per cent kerosene, 
and 30 per cent lubricants. The base as usual is 
asphalt. The immediate result of the bringing in of 
this new well was the paying of some extraordinary 
prices for leases in the immediate vicinity. The con- 
troversy between the independent oil producers and 
the pipeline companies will be taken before the State 
Railroad Commission and the State Legislature. 


Mexico. 


Mexican oil shipments during the month of March 
showed a heavy gain over February with a total of 
5,747,758 barrels of crude exported as compared 
with 307,285 barrels less for the month of February. 
The detailed report of the various companies will 
be found elsewhere in this issue. Officials of the 
State Department and the Department of Com- 
merce are investigating reports that recent revisions 
of the Mexican law governing mining and oil conces- 
sions threaten the exploitation rights of millions of 
dollars’ worth of land in that country. The inter- 
pretation the Government officials put on the revised 
laws is that concessions are not transferable, and 
that operators of many leases are in danger of losing 
their properties by the cancellation of concessions 
~ to lack of process to prove the legality of their 
rights. 


Mid-Continent. 
There is a gradual improvement in field work in 


the Mid-Continent oil fields of the country, Oklahoma 
and Kansas, a fact borne out by the recent report 
for the month of April. At the end of last month 
there were 433 rigs and’ 1,077 drilling wells in 
Oklahoma, an increase of nine rigs and of 82 in 
wells drilling. There were 659 wells completed 
during the month, with a new production of 27,042 
barrels of oil daily, and while this was an increase 
of two in the number of completions it was also a 
decline of 2,718 barrels in mew production. The 
Osage is the busiest section of the State, and made 
the best record in new work with a total of 325 at 
the end of April, 112 rigs and 213 wells drilling. 
Kansas also showed a good improvement in field 
work in the month, with a total of 332 wells com- 
pleted, and with 10,681 barrels of new production— 
daily average. This was an increase of 129 in 
wells completed, and of 4,626 in new output of 
crude. There were 139 rigs and 343 drilling wells 
at the end of April in Kansas, a gain of 18 in rigs 
and of 13 in drilling wells. The daily production 


of Oklahoma holds close to 2 18,000 barrels of oil, 
while Kansas is increasing through the new work 
Butler county alone

has 57,000 barrels of production a day, while the 
output of the State is placed at 85,000 barrels, a 
total for the entire Mid-Continent of 303,000 


barrels a day. 
North Central Texas. 

Burkburnett, Eastland county and Stephens county 
are to the fore again in the Ranger-North Central 
Texas fields with new gushers of giant size, and as 
a result the total of new production has climbed to 
28,490 barrels for the period. There were 49 
completions, 13 less than for the week previous, and 
of this number five were gassers and 14 dusters. 
Burkburnett got 19 completions, three of which were 
dry holes, leaving 16,300 barrels of new production 
to be divided between 16 wells, or an average of 


more than 1,000 barrels apiece. Eastland county, 
with 13 completions, poured out 7,500 barrels of 
new output, with one of the wells a gasser and three 
dry holes. Stephens county had a similar oil per- 
centage, with 4,690 barrels from eight completions, 
two of which were dusters and one a gasser. The 
new oil output was 28,490 barrels, as against 1 3,- 
151 barrels, again of 15,389 barrels. In other 
words, 30 oil wells—omitting the 14 dusters and 
five gassers—produced an average of more than 900 
barrels each. The run of the wells is shown by the 
first group under the Burkburnett total: —2,000, 
1,500, 3,000, 3,600, 500, 1,200, 3,000, 3,600 
barrels. The biggest well in Eastland county was 
one of 3,000 barrels. The answer to the big new 
production in the Burkburnett field is that a new 
pool has been discovered equal to the first Burk- 
burnett pool. The rush is on again to Wichita Falls. 


North Louisiana. 


Wildcat development is at a high pitch‘ of activity 
in the fields of northwest Louisiana and there is more 
interest manifested in this branch of productivity than 
in any other at the present writing. The belief is 
that the entire northern half of the State is spotted 
with oil. There is a succession of good producers 
being brought in in the Pine Island district, but, in 
view of the fact that the pipeline accommodations 
are not sufficient to handle the oil already in sight, 
the new wells are shut in awaiting transportation 
facilities, and the total output of the fields as record- 
ed does not begin to represent its potential possibili- 
ties. During the interval there were 14 completions 
and a new production of 3,830 barrels of new oil. 
Of this amount 3,820 barrels are credited to Caddo, 
which had 12 completions, one of which was a 
gasser. There also was one wildcat of 10 barrels. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Conditions in the market for refined products 
have been decidedly unusual for the interval, with 
the high gravities in the gasoline and naphtha division 
weak and the low gravities strong, with the produc- 
ers and handlers of these products divided in view- 
point as to the trend of the market. Some hold that 
marked lessened export demand is sure to come, with 
resulting lower prices—others believe that the sea- 
sonal demand for gasoline for motor car use will be 
heavier than usual, and that there will be a price 
uplift. It is a good market for guessers. In the 
Mid-Continent gasoline prices are high—so high that 
refiners have to put on their thinking caps to find a 
parallel. Some of the refiners are holding their 
56-57 degree gasoline for 18 cents, May delivery, 
with the 58-59 at 1834 cents and the 60-61 at 
1914 cents on May contracts. Kerosene is also 
stronger in the Mid-Continent because of its increas- 
ing scarcity. Export demand for kerosene and the 
fact that certain large blenders are using it with 
casinghead gasoline to produce motor gasoline are 
two of the factors in the present demand. Out on 
the coast engine distillate is selling at 1214 cents 
for the 44 Be. gravity product, and only a negli- 
gible amount of the 48-50 degree stuff is being 
offered. 

Getting into the other groups in the East we find 
road oil demand slack and prices not strong. Kero- 
sene and 300 degree burning oil demand is really 
strong, with prices for these products holding steady 
and with occasional fractional advances. The mar-

PIPELINE RATE AND REGULATION PROTEST 
BEFORE TEXAS RAILROAD COMMISSION 


Two Days’ Hearing Brings Out Conflict Between Common Carrier 
Companies and Independent Oil Producers. 


Austin, Tex., May 2, 1919. 


Just how far the new law, which gives 
the Railroad Commission authority to 
prescribe rates, rules and regulations for 
oil pipelines may be applied is yet to be 
determined. There is a conflict of views 
on the subject between the companies 
that operate common carrier pipelines and 
independent oil producers which are de- 
pendent upon these lines for the move- 
ment of their product. In order to get all 
phases of the industry before it, the Rail- 
road Commission has just held a public 
hearing lasting two days, in which vol- 
uminous amount of testimony and statis- 
tics were presented by witnesses and 
legal representatives representing both 
sides of the issues in controversy. At the 
conclusion of the hearing the Railroad 
Commission took the case under advise- 
ment, and it will be probably some time 
before a decision is given as to the scope 
of its jurisdiction. It is assured in ad- 
vance that the main questions over which 
a conflict has arisen between the pipeline 
companies and the independent producers 
will be taken into the courts for final set- 
tlement, whatever may be the decision of 
the Railroad Commission. 


The independent oil operators insist 
that the pipeline companies should pro- 
vide storage for their oil. The Railroad 
Commission ruled it has no jurisdiction 
over that phase of the industry except in 
so far as storage may be incidental to 
pipeline transportation. Some of the pipe- 
line concerns contend that the authority 
of the Railroad Commission does not go 
even that far. Another complaint of the 
independents is that the pipeline contracts 
with them require a deduction of 2 per 
cent. of the crude run into the lines for 
foreign matter, such as sediment and 
water, leakage and evaporation, in addi- 
tion to 2 per cent. per month for storage. 


Pipeline Companies Object. 


The pipeline companies object to the 
pending order of the Railroad Commission 
requiring them to furnish that body with 
reports or copies of the division and 
transfer orders on oil runs on the grounds 
that such data is not necessary to a de- 
termination of pipeline operation, and 
also that the Railroad Commission is 
without legal authority to require such 
reports. 


Many Interests Represented. 


An imposing array of attorneys were 
present at the hearing, representing the 
several interests concerned. These in- 
cluded :—Magnolia Petroleum Company, 
by George C. Greer, attorney; Texas 
Pipeline Company, R. A. John, attorney; 
Gulf Pipeline Company, F. C. Proctor, at- 
torney; Sun Pipe Line Company, T. L. 
Foster; Humble Pipeline Company, FE. E. 
Townes, attornev; Prairie Pipeline Com- 
pany, W. A. Vinson; Empire Pipeline 
Company, A. C. Hackstaff; Sinclair Gulf 
Pipeline Company, Walter Walne, attor- 
ney; United Producers’ Pipeline Company, 
A. J. Reed. 


J. D. Parnell and Ed. F. Bysers regis- 
tered as representing the Texas Oil Refin- 
ers’ Association and the Waggoner Re- 
fining Company and Fort Worth Chamber 
of Commerce, respectively. W. H. Gill 
appeared for the Gulf Coast Oil Produc- 
ers’ Association, composed of 125 inde- 
pendent producers, large and small, incor- 
porated and unincorporated. 


W. H. Gray participated in the hearing 
without announcing who he represented. 
The Petroleum Pipeline Company of Texas 
was not represented. 


Mr. Greer stated that the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum Company did not take oil into 
its pipelines direct from the independent 
producers’ wells, but from the latter’s set- 
tling tanks. It was pointed out by Mr. 
Gill that the Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany is a joint stock association and is 
not chartered as a common carrier, with 
right of eminent domain. The other com- 
panies, such as the Texas. the Sun, the 
Gulf, are incorporated and chartered as 
common carriers. 

Mr. John, representing the Texas Pipe- 
line Company, said his concern has only 
steel tankage; that it handled in its stor- 
age 1,239 barrels of oil in Texas in March. 
Oil pumping stations are located every 40 
miles on its lines. 


Mr. Proctor and other attorneys said 
their companies were willing to report to 
the Railroad Commission tle amount of 
oil bought each month, from whom, and 
the price paid, also the amount of oil re- 
ceived at each receiving station. 


War-Time Agreements Still Hold. 


Tt was further developed at the hearing 
that war-time agreements are still in 
force as to the oil industry, and the pipe- 
lines are still refusing to accept oil for 
storage: that the price of crude oil from 
the Gulf Coast fields is based on the fuel 
market; that oil values have been grad- 
ually developed by scientists finding that 
some grades of fuel oil yield certain by- 
products not at first recognized; that the 
government reports only 7,000 barrels of 
lubricating oil produced daily by refin- 
eries in Texas and Louisiana; that this 
lubricating oil sells from 25 to 75 cents 
per gallon; that 35 per cent. of all the oil 
produced in this country goes into fuel; 
that the Sun Company has a refinery in 
Pennsylvania which uses between 6,000 


and 8,000 of Texas Gulf crude oil daily; 
that this company buys between 8,000 and 
10,000 barrels of Texas Gulf crude oil 
daily ; reselling for fuel purposes that not 
sent to its own refinery; that it now has 
something like 1,500,000 barrels of this 
oil in storage, incident to transportation ; 
that the Sun’s pipeline is 100 miles long; 
that the Gulf Coast Oil Producers’ Asso- 
ciation is now ready to offer 1,000,000 to 
5,000,000 barrels of oil for storage; that 
the low price of Gulf Coast crude is due 
to the arrival in Texas of about 200,000 
barrels of Mexican oil daily which fre- 
quently sells at Galveston for 70 cents 
per barrel; that no one has ever offered 
to store oil for an indefinite time; that 
oil is best stored in its natural pool be- 
neath the ground, where it is safe from 
waste, lightning and evaporation. 


Pipelines Changed. 


It was charged by Mr. Gill that the 
pipeline companies fix the prices and im- 
pose the conditions for transportation. 
When this was denied by Mr. Proctor, Mr. 
Gill said that the fact remains that all of 
the pipeline comuanies pay the same price 
for oil, and that none ever over-bids the 
other. 


J. C. Wilson, president of the Gulf 
Coast Oil Producers’ Association, said the 
independents would appeal to the Legis- 
lature to amend the law so as to give the 
Railroad Commission more power in the 
matter of requiring pipeline companies to 
provide storage for the production and in 
other matters relating to the industry. He 
continued :— 

“If the pipelines shut off storage the 
small producer cannot become a mar- 
keter. There has been no complaints as 
to the rate. The pipelines buy the oil 
and transport it. They alone are inter- 
ested in the rates and will continue to be 
unless the smaller producer can get stor- 
age and compete in the market. The in- 
dependent producers have been in a help- 
less condition since the war, as they are 
denied storage, except under dangerous 
restrictions.” 


American Geologists Searching for 
Petroleum in Mexico. 


Monterey, Mexico, May 2, 1919. 


Several American geologists and oil ex- 
perts are now in Mexico making investi- 
gation of petroleum possibilities in vari- 
ous parts of the country, outside of the 
Gulf coast region where the gusher wells 
are situated... Geological formations that 
are pronounced favorable to the existence 
of oil have been located in the Conejos 
district of the state of Coahuila and in a 
number of localities of the state of Chi- 
huahua, including Guzman, Santa Maria 
and Casas Grandes. The commission of 
Mexican geologists which was appinted 
several months ago by the Federal gov- 
ernment to make oil research in the Pa- 
cific coast region of the country is said 
to have found strong indications of oil 
in the states of Sinaloa and Sonora, as 
well as in the peninsula of Lower Cali- 
fornia, just above La Paz. In several 
ranch wells of that section oil was found 
at shallow depth. 


It is still uncertain as to whether the 
Carranza government will resume the pol- 
icy of granting concessions to foreign in- 
terests for the development of the oil re- 
sources of the country. If this practice 
is followed there promises to be a large 
amount of prospecting work done in lo- 
calities that are far removed from the 
existing producing oil fields.

N. P. A. TO VOTE ON 
REORGANIZATION 


Establishment of Departments 
and Increase of Membership 
Recommended. 


The mid-year meeting of the National 
Petroleum Association at Pittsburgh on 
April 24 was featured by the presence of 
President T. A. O'Donnell, of the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute, and by the in- 
troduction by W. E. Wall, of the Fred G. 
Clark Company, of Cleveland, of a series 
of resolutions to change the organization 
of the association. 

These resolutions, which are to be 
voted upon by members of the association, 
will be put into effect—if approved— 
at the next annual meeting. The gist of 
Mr. Wall’s recommendations is given in 
the following abstract :— 

The establishment of departments of the 
Board of Trustees and for a Board of Coun- 
cillors for each of such departments. 

Changing the rules governing membership to 
allow each corporate member of the associa- 
tion three individual memberships, whereas 
only one individual membership is allowed at 
present. 

That councillors, who may be appointed 
from outside the membership, shall be mem- 
bers of the association during their term of 
service as councillors. This will give the asso- 
ciation a possible membership of close to 300 
instead of sixty-five. 

_ That trustees shall be elected each year 
instead of serving for three years. 

_ The organization of the Board of Trustees 
into the following departments:—Manufacture; 
Standards and Tests; Traffic and Transporta- 
tion; Legislation and Litigation; Economics, 
Accounting and Statistics; Membership and 
Relations; Welfare and Insurance and Trade 
and Commerce. 

The Board of Trustees to appoint annually 
a Board of Councillors of not to exceed forty- 
five members, each of whom shall be affiliated 
with or in the employ of member companies 
of the association. Five of these councillors 
shall be assigned to each department on the 
Board of Trustees. Their duty shall be to 
advise and assist the trustee to whom they 
are assigned, and the thought is, of course, 
that they will be selected and agsigned to the 
department where their knowledge along spe- 
cial lines will be of the greatest value. 

The following were appointed a Com- 
mittee on Nominations to select a slate 
from which selections could be made to 
fit the various departments if the plan is 
approved by vote of the association :—Mr, 
Wall, J. A. Fawcett, Crystal Oil Works, 
Oil City; E. M. Lyons, secretary Union 
Petroleum Company, Philadelphia. 


President Samuel Messer was in the 
chair. The financial report showed the 
association’s finances to be in a very grat- 
tifying condition. 


OIL RATE HEARINGS 
To Be Held in Chicago This Month 


—lIllinois-Indiana Case. 


Chicago, May 2, 1919. 

Interest of Illinois oil men, and partic- 
ularly of those in Chicago, is being di- 
rected, through activities of officials of the 
Western Petroleum Refiners’ Association, 
to two hearings in rate cases to be held 
in Chicago before representatives of the 
United States Railroad Administration 
during May. 


The first of these is the so-called Ili- 
nois-Indiana case relative to the proposed 
increase of Illinois class rates to the pres- 
ent C. F. A. scale, set for May 8, before 
an examiner of the railroad administra- 
tio... The other is that of the Western 
Petroleum Refiners’ Association against 
Walker D. Hines, and the railroad admin- 
istration set for May 16 before Examiner 
Gerry, of the Interstate Commission. It 
is declared to involve the most important 
rate questions ever tried in the oil in- 
dustry before any tribunal, with the sin- 
gle exception of the Mid-continent case 
a number of years ago. 


The Illinois-Indiana case is complete so 
far as evidence from Indiana people is 
concerned. Evidence of the refiners rela- 
tive the the commodity rates on oils in 
Illinois are to be heard at the forthcom- 
ing examination. The Chicago Eastern 
and Western District Freight Traffic 
committees have recommended the pro- 
posed advance, but Clifford Thorne, rep- 
resenting the refiners, declares that at the 
recent hearing of Indiana evidence, it was 
admitted that no oil jobber or refiner in 
that State was asking for the Illinois in- 
crease. 


In the larger and more important 
case, set for May 16, Mr. Thorne is great- 
ly interested, and has sent appeals to 
members of the association for their ac- 
tive co-operation in the preparation of evi- 
dence. 


“Much is to be done between now and 
the date of the hearing,” he said to a rep- 
resentative of the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter today. “Those who are interested 
today, or expect to be in the near future, 
in shipments of either crude or refined 
from Texas points will, I trust, co-oper- 
ate with us heartily in the preparation for 
the trial. Interrogatories, which were 
sent out some time ape, should be speed- 
ily returned to us. If there are any traf- 
fic men who are willing to come to Chi- 
cago to assist in preparation for the trial 
we will be glad to have them.”

CANADIAN WEST DEVELOPMENT TAKES NEW 
IMPETUS—DRILLING GENERALLY RESUMED 


Chatham, Ont., May 1, 1919. 

The Imperial Oil Company is reported to be 
going ahead rapidly with its projected devel- 
opment work in the Canadian West. Already 
five geological survey expeditions have left 
Edmonton to examine the territory east and 
west of that city from the Rocky Mountain 
foothills as far east as Battleford, Sask. This 
territory includes the Viking and Battle River 
anticlinal formations, and the gas develop- 
ment already encountered at Viking, with 
some incidental indications of oil, is believed 
to extend eastward into Saskatchewan and 
north and west toward the Peace River field. 

The survey work for the Imperial Oil Com- 
pany is in charge of Dr. T. O. Bosworth, asso- 


ciated with C. E. Taylor, resident production 
manager for the company, with headquarters 
at Edmonton. The survey parties now at 
work are headed by Messrs. Hopkins, Camp- 
bell, Emerick, Chose and gs. Survey work 
will be continued throughout spring and sum- 
mer unless the desired indications are sooner 
encountered. The Imperial Oil Company has 
made an appropriation of $500,000 to cover this 
season’s work, chiefly in the Canadian West.

A site has 
been purchased and a 50x60 warehouse with 
extensive storage facilities will be erected. 
Chas. Moss is agent for Camrose. 

The Imperial Oil Company is undertaking 
construction of a 40x60 brick warehouse at 
Melfort, Sask., and is adding a motor tank 
truck to the delivery service. New oil sta- 
tions are being opened in Saskatchewan at 
Birch Hills and Kinistino. An Imperial ware- 
house will be constructed this season at Ridge- 
ville, Manitoba. 


Ontario Operations. 


In the Ontario fields the Union Natural Gas 
Company’s No. 14 deep test in Dover township 
has reached the Trenton at 2,828 foot. Produc- 
tion in this field is usually encountered sev- 
eral hundred feet in the Trenton, though there 
is a small gas showing near the top of that 
formation. No. 10, which was shot a second 
time recently, is reported in bad shape, owing 
to part of the shot failing to go off till the 
drillers started work to clean the hole. At the 
best it looks like a protracted fishing job 
before the well can be put in production. 

In the Mosa field, Middlesex county, the 
Ontario Petroleum Company has failed in its 
efforts to develop a new production near 
Strathburn, and leases are being returned to 
the farmers. The Middlesex Oil Company’s 
test on the W. C. King farm, south half lot 
11, concession 3 Mosa, recently finished dry. 
Castle Oil and Gas Company’s No. 15 is re- 
ported a fair pumper. In the Shetland dis- 
trict, Euphemia township, Lambton county, 
the Castle Oil and Gas Company are reported 
to be finishing No. 2 well. No. 1 on the A. G. 
Palmer farm had about 300,000 cubic feet of 
gas at 1,585 feet. 

The Royal Dutch Oil Company, through Wm. 
McRae, who recently returned from Borneo to 
Petrolia, has signed up a big bunch of Can- 
adian drillers under three years’ contracts to 
go to Java. 

Imperial Oil, Ltd., has purchased a three- 
acre site at St. Catharines, Ontario, and will 
erect an entirely new distributing plant, in- 
cluding two 250,000-gallon storage tanks for 
kerosene and gasoline, and warehouses for 
lubricating oils and greases, together with 
complete equipment for loading, unloading and 
distributing. Pipelines will be laid from the 
new plant to the Welland Canal. 


GULF COAST NEW PRODUCTION DROPS TO 250 
BARRELS, ALTHOUGH COMPLETIONS INCREASED 


Houston, Texas, May 2, 1919. 


e] erations in the oil districts of the 
olt'Com region have been rather quiet the 
sast week compared with the one preceding 
i when excitement ran high over the dis- 
covery of a well in new territory at Blue 
Ridge, Fort Bend county, twelve miles south- 
west of Houston. Following this completion 
trading in leases has been quite active, many 
trades being made running well up into the 
thousands, It is reported that Bassett Blakely, 
on whose 6,000-acre tract the well is located, 
nearly in the center of it, has leased the re- 
mainder of his holdings at Blue Ridge for a 
cash consideration of $100,000 and a sum con- 
siderably larger to be paid out of the first 
oil produced from the land leased. It has not 
yet been disclosed to whom the land was 
iased. Most of the 6,000-acre tract is under 
jase to the Gulf Production Company. Simms 
& Co. are reported to have paid Mrs. L. H. 
McMullen $25,000 cash and $20,000 out of the 
frst oil for a lease on twenty-five acres located 
close in to the discovery well. Probably the 
highest price paid is said to have been by 
7. H. Bass for five acres out of the Elkin 
tract, for which the consideration was $4,000 
per acre and one-fifth royalty. The Humble 
Oil and Refining Company, shortly before the 
well came in, is said to have bought leases on 
sattering tracts comprising a total of about 
0 acres which averaged the company around 
$10 per acre. The Gulf Production Company 
has not purchased any additional leases since 
the completion of its well. 


The well has not fulfilled the expectations of 
many, as after flowing a few hours when it 
frst came in, it stopped and flowed again by 
beads and then stopped altogether. Two days 
later it started flowing again and put 360 
tarrels of oil into the tank in five hours when 
it stopped flowing again. April 24 it flowed by 
heads and is still flowing at the rate of from 
3 to 400 barrels a day. There are no other 
tests drilling within a mile from there, al- 
though the Gulf abandoned two since it first 
began drilling there, about two years ago. It 
will probably locate a new test 1,000 feet from 
the discovery well. One mile south of the well 
the West Production Company is down more 
than 2,000 feet in No. 1 Luscher. Southwest 
ot Blue Ridge R. C. Duff is hauling in timbers 
‘or a test on the Robinson 500 acres. 

The oil in the new well, which was first 
slated to be of 35 degrees gravity, really tests 
“t gravity. It is dark green in color and tests 
about 25 per cent. kerosene and 30 per cent. 
lubricants, and an asphalt base. 


In Liberty County. 


It is said that the Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company has a well in the territory south of 
Yayton and Liberty, in Liberty county, and 
another that has a showing of oil and will be 
tested soon.

Results were disappointing at West Colum- 
bia in the week. The Sun Company’s No. 1 
McGregor test to the southwest of the gush- 
ers, developed salt water below 3,500 feet, and 
an effort will be made to shut off the water. 
The Humble Oil and Refining Company is 
drilling its No. 1 Prenski deeper from 3,420 
feet and its No. 1 Biggs, after testing around 
3,100 feet with salt water flow, is drilling 
deeper at 3,700 feet, with nothing of value 
showing. This is below the depth of any 
producing well at West Columbia, but the 
test is some distance east from the gushers, 
and it may be that the formation dips in that 
direction or it may be there is no oil in that 
direction at all. 

Two other tests are being closely watched, 
for if they should be producers it will extend 
the field south. The Gulf Coast Oil Corpora- 
tion’s No. 1 Smith and the Crown QOil and 
Refining Company’s test on the Seely are 
both drilling below 3,300 feet. Productive 
area will be extended several hundred feet 
south if either one is a producer. They should 
get the pay around 3,400 feet. 

Production of the entire West Columbia 
field was off considerable in the past week, 
many of the big wells having stopped flowing 
for a time after the blowout in the Texas 
Company's No. 15 Hogg, when it is thought 
the tremendous Irss of gas relieved the pres- 
sure to such an extent that many of the 
wells ceased flowing The daily average for 
the entire feld 'n the week was around 18,500 
barrels, while two weeks ago it was more 
than 30,000 barrels. However, there are a 
number of wells that may get the pay any 
day now, some in the heart of the proven 
district, where chances are good for a big 
one. There are also a number of outstanding 
tests at interesting depths which are more 
irteresting because they will indicate which 
way the pay lies if West Columbia is a big 
pool. To the west the Gulf Production Com- 
pany’s No. 1 Williamson is drilling around 
3,350 feet. The Texas Company got aalt 
water in No. 22 Hogg at 2,885 feet and is 
trying to shut it off. The Crown Oil and Re- 
fining Company will build at once two steel 
tanks of 7£,00C barrela each at its refinery site 
en the ship channel near Pasadena to store its 
Wesc Columbia oil, which will be barged down 
the Brazos River and on around up the ship 
channel to the refinery. 


At Hull. 


The Republic Production Company has 
closed down its producing wells and has 
ceased to drill in its tests under way, giving 
as a reason that it was cheaper to store the 
oil in Mother Earth than to build storage; 
that oil at a dollar a barrel did not appeal 
to the company anyway, and the pipeline com- 
panies at Hull had notified it they could not 
run any more oil through their lines at this 
time. The only producticn at Hull now comes 
frum two producers on the Hanacker tract, 
owned by the Big Four Oil Company, having 
a total around 600 barrels a day. Several 
tests by other interests than the Republic are 
stili drilling. The Texas and Gulif companies’ 
joint test, No. 2 Phillips-Morris on the Un- 
derton survey, early in the week, got a small 
gas well at 2,400 feet, but is drilling deeper. 
No. 3 is down 2,600 feet. East of the Under- 
ton, the Gulf Production Company is drilling 
No. 1 Scarborough at 3,300 feet. West of the 
field the Texas Company is drilling. No. 1 
Merchant, at 2,300 feet, having had a show- 
ing of oil at two higher levels. On the Palmer 
tract the Hursble Oil and Refining Company’s 
No. 1 is Stan ‘ing at 2,600 feet, after sanding 
up when tested at that depth, and the Texas 
Company 's @*illing a test at 1,600 feet. The 
Black Hawk )il Company is reaming to set

MID-CONTINENT FIELD REPORT FOR APRIL 
SHOWS GAINS, WITH BEST IN KANSAS 


Tulsa, Okla., April 29, 1919. 


Field reports covering the month of April 
show 659 wells completed in Oklahoma, with 
new production of 27,042 barrels daily. This 
was an increase of two in completed wells, 
but a decline of 2,718 barrels in new produc- 
tion, due chiefly to the failure of the Osage 
to maintain its record made in March. There 
were 180 dry holes and 80 gas wells drilled 
in the State during April, or an increase of 
four in gas wells and of seven in failures, 
when compared with the figures of the pre- 
ceding month. 

That field work is improving is shown by 
the fact that at the end of April there were 
433 rigs and 1,077 drilling wells in the various 
fields of the State, an increase of nine in rigs 
and 82 in drilling wells. The Osage estab- 
lished a new record in April, having at the 
end of the month 112 rigs and 213 wells drill- 
ing, @ total of 325. This is the busiest dis- 
trict in the State, with Okmulgee county sec- 
ond, with 67 rigs and 172 drilling wells.

NEW POOL FOUND IN BURKBURNETT FIELD; 
THREE MONSTER WELLS JUST BROUGHT IN 


Fort Worth, Texas, May 1, 1919. 


The sensation of the past few days in the 
North Central Texas petroleum fields is the 
monster wells being unearthed in the Burk- 
burnett field, or rather offside from the town 
site pool. The week shows less finished wells 
in the fields, but the production is much 
heavier on account of the big gushers devel- 
oped in the Burkburnett, Eastland and Ste- 
phens county fields. People throughout the 
producing regions are going oil wild and 
fabulous prices are changing hands for acre- 
age within miles of the gushers. Never before 
in the history of petroleum has there been 
such an oil play as is being staged in North 
Central Texas at this time. Business has been 
rather quiet in the dealing in leases for a 
short period, but the gushers of the past few 
days has brought back the real life of the 


field. 
Burkburnett Field. 


With the Burk-Waggoner Oil Company's 
Hoxey tract wells a producer estimated be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 barrels a day possibili- 
ties of a new pool of dimensions equal to the 
first new Burkburnett pool opened by the 
Fowler well are opened up, and a rush to 
Wichita Falls, which promises to equal the 
first rush, and not to be so long in materializ- 
ing is now on.

Tests 
now drilling or to be drilled between the new 
well and the Hardin addition will be of double 
interest, as they may prove in one of two 
pools. 

In comparison to the 42-gravity of this oil, 
the oil from the townsite and adjacent pool 
has a gravity of 38 and 39 degrees. The pres- 
ent price paid for Burkburnett crude is $2.25, 
market quotation, with a premium that aver- 
ages around 20 cents a barrel. 

In the Lanier tract, a half mile west of the 
Burk-Waggoner well, the Parker well is re- 
ported standardizing and preparing frill in. 
There are several other wells in ti... vicinity 
that will be closely watched, while there are 
numerous locations and preparations being 
made for extensive drilling. At the rate acre- 
age is changing hands there will be an inten- 
sive drilling campaign, such as the Van Cleve 
experienced when the first Helen Elizabeth 


well was brought in in this northwest section 
from the Burk-Waggoner north to the river 
and south to the dry holes drilled some time 


ago. 
Prices range from $5,000 to $10,000 an acre, 
depending, of course, on the proximity of the 


lease to the big Burk-Waggoner well. Acreage 
is being sold in small blocks, two and a half 
and five-acre tracts, forecasting a close drill- 
ing up of this new territory, as was the case 
with the new Burkburnett pool. The manager 
of one of the larger independent companies 
commenting on this fact said that his com- 
pany was staying out, though the prospects 
were good for a rich pool, but that they 
simply could not wage such a drilling cam- 
paign as they had been doing in the Burk- 
burnett townsite and additions to protect their 
property. They have some fairly large acre- 
age in the new Burkburnett pool, and have a 
large production, but have found drilling con- 
ditions such that they preferred to stay out 
rather than to get into the feverish whirl 
again. 

Down near the present proven outlines, but 
not condemned, of the new Burkburnett pool, 
there is some little interest in the well being 
drilled in block 59, a half mile north of the 
Humble Oil and Refining Company on the 
Herendon tract, formerly known as the Fowler- 
Hammond well, now the Belden-Gilchrist. 
This well reached a sand a little above 1,700 
feet, but when the sand was drilled into it 
showed up for a small producer, if it could 
really have been made into a producer. Prob- 
ably by deeper drilling a lower Pay sand 
might be picked up. 


Texas Oil Production. 


According to the Chamber of Commerce of 
Fort Worth, the North Central Texas field is 
estimated to be producing 166,450 barrels of 
oil a day, being based on production two 
weeks ago. The production is divided as fol- 
lows:—Electra field, 12,000 barrels; Burkbur- 
nett field, 52,000 barrels; Iowa Park field, 
Petrolia and Holliday combined, 1,000 barrels: 
Ranger or Eastland county field, 67,000 bar- 
rels; Stephens county field, 23,000 barrels; 
Duke-Knowles or Comanche county field, 10, 
barrels; Brownwood field, 700 barrels; Strawn 
field, 300 barrels, and Coleman county field, 
150 barrels. 


While the pipeline statements only show a 
daily production of 151,265 barrels, it does not 
signify but what the estimates given are more 
correct than the pipeline runs, owing to the 
fact that not all of the oil produced in the 
fields are being handled by pipelines. The 
pipeline reports for the week from the various

Far West Texas. 


That there is a great amount of development 
going to the Far Western and Southwestern 
parts of Texas is the opinion of C. H. Bridges. 
geologist of Fort Worth and Tulsa, who has 
just returned from a three weeks’ trip through 
that territory. Bridges covered a part of ten 
counties through the West and Southwest and 
made a location for a 3,500-foot test in Mar- 
tin county, near the New Mexico line. 


O. K. Evsenbaugh, of Oklahoma, has taken 
over a large block of acreage in Martin coun- 
ty and the well will be drilled near the geo- 
graphical center of the county A number 
of West Texas cattlemen and ranchers are in- 
terested in the well, including John Schar- 
bauer, of Fort Worth. 


Interest in Parker County. 


Weatherford of Parker county is having a 
little excitement There is renewed interest 
in the oil situation in Parker county on ac- 
count of the fact that an abandoned well of 
the Parker County Oil and Gas Company, near 
Millsap, has been found to be standing within 
ten feet of the surface in oil, ard parties who 
have visited it within the past few days have 
drawn oil from the hole. This was well No. 
3 of the Parker County Oil and Gas Company 
which was brought in during August of 1917 
and which was a small producer of a good 
grade oil. Later it was apparently ruined by 
beirg shot and was abandoned. It was 2,160 
feet in depth and there was thirty-eight feet 
of sand passed through by the cril! 

Much new work of development is promised 
in Parker county within the next few months, 
and, according to reports from geologists who 
bave been working in the county for some time 
past, there is every indication that an oil 
strike will be made. Tho Burt & Griffith well 
at Aledo and the Holliday Oil Company's wel: 
eight miles north of Weatherford, have both 
struck a good gas pressure and have an ex- 
cellent showing of oil. The former is down 
2,100 and the latter about 1,200 feet. 

The Ranger-Rock Island Oil Co. is building a 
derrick on the Davis tract in the southwestern 
corner of Parker county. The Franklin Oil 
Coy. has a Cerrick up on the Cartwright ranch, 
on the Hood and Parker county line, and will 
start drilling within a rew days. Several of 
the big companies, including the Gulf, Humble 
Texas and Sinclair, have holdings in the 
county and are going to test it out The 
Sinclair-Gulf Oil Compary is now drilling on 
the Followwill ranch in Hood county, near 


Lipan. To Drill Ten Wells. 


Tae Home Oil and Refining Company of Fort 
Werth has appropriated a fund of $400,000 for 
the drilling of ten wells on the company’s hold- 
ings in W:lbarger county. This company also 
has holdings in Foard Knox and Baylor coun- 
ties ag well, which will amount in all to about 
200,000 acres. Work will first start on the 
big Waggoner ranch in Wiltarger county. The 
south line of this company’s leases is twelve 
milcs north of Seymour. The north line is 
twelve miles south of Vernon. Its refining 
plant at Fort Worth is about one-third com- 
pleted. and already about five hundred car- 
loads of materials have been unloaded. The 
plant should be completed and in running 
order py July 1. 

The Gulf Production Company has fifty-one 
wells producing in the Ranger-Stephens-Burk- 
burnett fields. The Taylor No. 2, in East- 
land county, is still the leading producer in 
the Gulf Company’s list, with White No. 1, 
in Stephens county, second on the list. All but 
thirteen of the welis are in the Burkburnett 
district. 


Archer County Looking Up. 


With twenty derricks already in _ sight 
from the top of the Courthouse at Archer 
City and many more locations made and 
contracts under way, Archer county is mak- 
ing good on predictions made a few months 
ago that it soon would have the most ac- 
tive drilling campaign of any county in 
Texas not already in the class of “‘proven” 
deep well territory. Oil is the all-engross- 
ing topic of conversation, and Archer City 
may soon develop into another Ranger or 
Burkburnett, or possibly a combination of 
the two, as Archer county already has three 
well-defined shallow pool areas, and the 
belief is that the deep sands will be found 
at greater depths than at Burkburnett, al- 
though probably not as deep as at Ranger. 

Many reputable geologists have passed 
favorably upon Archer county, which occu- 
pies an unusually strategic position, consid- 
ering the delayed oil activity. Lying just 
south of Wichita county, with its Burkbur- 
nett, Electra and Iowa Park pools, and just 
north of Young county, which seems in a 
fair way to become proven territory, as well 
as on a direct line between the Wichita 
county and the Stephens county and East- 
land pools, Archer county seems not un- 
likely to prove the connecting link between 
the two already developed oil districts of 
North Central Texas. 


Not only have the structures of Archer 
county been approved by geologists, but 
many of the largest developing companies 
have leased large blocks of acreage and put 
plans under way for other deep tests The 
Sun Company alone has 8,500 acres of land 
leased southwest of Archer City, as well as 
a large tract due east, its holdings approx- 
imating 20,000 acres. Many separate tracts, 
some of them very large ones, have been 
leased by the Texas Company and the other 
large producers have been active in a leas- 
ing way in the county. 

Among new developments may be men- 
tioned the American Ace Oil Company, with 
$500,000, financed almost entirely by Dallas 
eapital, which has holdings of nearly 5,000 
acres, with three tests under way. Their 
land lies between the Miller pool and the 
Daniels well, completed several months ago 
at 750 feet, with a production estimated at 
20 barrels of high-grade oil. This company 
plans both deep and shallow wells. The 
Ranger-Burnett Oil Company holds leases 
on 5,000 acres five to fifteen miles northeast 
of Archer City, and six deep tests are to be 
drilled, starting within a few weeks. 

One of the new projects that is particu- 
larly interesting Archer City people is that 
of securing a deep test within the city_lim- 
its. Archer City capital has blocked up 
1,500 acres of land and secured leases upon 
half of the city blocks, and several bids 
have been received from companies desiring 
to test this acreage. It is planned to get a 
deep test under way in the town at once. 
Practically all the land in the county has 
been leased for oil development of one kind 
or another. Leases have steadily risen until 
now little can be secured as low as $8 an 
acre and much has been sold as high as 
$40 and $50 am acre and even more The 
production in the Holiday field is estimated 
at close to 200 barrels a day. The Panther 
field, ten miles northwest of Archer City, 
has eleven producing wells making 80 bar 
rels of oila day. The oil was found around 
1,000 to 1,750 feet in the field, and the wells 
have been producing for about two years. 
The third field is known as the Miller field, 
where three wells about 900 feet deep are 
producing an average of twenty barrels of 
oil a day. This oil is of a high gravity and 
is worth on the market more than $3 a

With the big head off the Burkburnett 
production operators are again turning 
their attention to the development of the 
Electra shallow district. At the close of 
March there were 128 wells reported to be 
drilling in this district, with twenty-eight 
rigs and numerous locations. The number 
has been greatly increased during April. 


All Over Texas. 


A $5,000 forfeit guaranteeing that drill- 
ing on the James Paterson ranch, on the 
line of Kimble and Sutton counties, will be 
commenced by June 1 has been posted at 
Sonora. Benedum & Trees, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., are now busy selecting a location, and 
material for a well has been ordered and is 
on the way to the point where the well will 
be drilled. It is also announced that James 
O. Taylor, a Del Rio cattleman and banker, 
has formed a partnership with Lew Rust 
and J. R. Hamilton, both of Del Rio, and 
will further develop a 2,800-foot well on the 
Taylor ranch, fifteen miles north of Del Rio. 
The hole will be drilled to a depth of 3,500 
feet, if needed. 

The test on the Proctor tract, about five 
miles northwest of Caddo, is showing some 
oil in the regular formation, but is not look- 
ing any too good, and the test a mile far- 
ther north, while showing for some sort of a 
well, is not overly encouraging as it stands. 

The Magnolia Petroleum Company’s well 
on the Blackburn tract, in the Corsicana 
field, in Navarro county, is reported showing 
for a small pumper of an exceptionally fine 
grade crude. 

Capt. J. C. Yancey, of California, and a 
well-known oil operator, has started drilling 
on his block of leases three miles southwest 
of Stephenville, in Erath county. The test 
will go down to the Ehlenberger sand or 
lime unless a producing formation is found 
above that depth. It is believed that this 
lime will not be reached under 4,500 feet, 
when, of course, it will be considered that 
the chance of production will pass. Yancy 
is known all over the country as the discov- 
erer of the McKittrick Front in California, 
and was one of the leading operators in the 
Bakersfield section of that State. 

The Clyde-Callahan Oil Company will 
drill a 3,800-foot test in Callahan county. 
This company has just secured a permit to 
do business in Texas. 

Work is progressing nicely on the deep 
well now being drilled by the Corsicana 
Deep Well Company in the Powell field, 
seven miles east of Corsicana, in Navarro 
county. 

The Gulf Production Company drilled its 
well No. 7 on the Taylor tract, in Eastland. 
county, five feet deeper and increased its 
production from 300 to 1,200 barrels. 

Fourteen new locations for wildcat wells 
have been staked out in Haskell county.

Never in the history of the North Louisiana 
eld has there been so much interest taken in 
wideat development as there is at the present 
time. So great is the faith in the future de- 
velopment of the field that all that seems nec- 
essary is to block up a lease of several thou- 
sand acres, and some one is ready to put up 
the price of a test well. So remarkable have 
been the results obtained from these tests that 
t has led to the opinion that the entire north- 
em half of the State is spotted with oil, each 
pol a potential fortune to a few and an in- 
direct source of prosperity to many. 

Despite the depression In the Pine Island 
district there is still a succession of good pro- 
ducers being brought in, most of them being 
immediately shut in on account of the impos- 
sbility of disposing of the oil.

GASOLINE STANDARD REGULATION BILLS 
KILLED BY CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE 


Taft, Cal., April 26, 1919. 


During the past week two very important 
bills were acted upon at the present session of 
the Legislature at Sacramento. Two bills—the 
Knight gravity test gasoline regulation bill 
and the Shearer bill, which also attempted the 
regulation of the standard of gasoline—were 
killed. It was generally understood that had 
either of these bills been passed the present 
standard of gasoline, such as it is, would have 
been lowered, permitting an inferior quality 
to flood the market. 

Having passed the State Senate and reached 
second reading in the Assembly, the water in- 
filtration bill will be enacted into law before 
the adjournment of the Legislature. After 
having been modified in a number of details, 
particularly by adding practical operators to 
those eligible as deputies of the State super- 
visor, the bill provides for the formation of 
a separate department of the State Mining 
Bureau, to be known as the department of 
petroleum and gas. It provides for the ap- 
pointment of the head of the department, to be 
known as the State oil and gas supervisor, and 
his deputies. The object is to order tests or 
remedial work necessary to protect the petro- 
leum and gas deposits from damage by under- 
ground water. It is compulsory for operators 
to report all new work and receive consent of 
the oil and gas supervisor before the work can 
be done. 


Agency Figures and Standard Agree. 


The Agency figures for the month of March 
are practically the same as those by the 
Standard. It places the production at a daily 
average of 279,169 barrels, compared to the 
Standard’s figures of 278,665. Shipments, as 
shown by the Agency, were at the daily rate of 
283,118 barrels, compared to the Standard’s 
figures of 284,641. 

New production figures, just made public, 
show a total of 35 wells completed, with an 
initial production of 9,930 barrels. The Ful- 
lerton-Whittier-Montebello field shows the 
largest new production. Six completed wells 
made 1,985 barrels, or an average per well of 
332 barrels. Over half of the new production 
is credited to the Union Company, four wells 
aggregating 5,200 barrels. A notable well was 
that of the Standard on the Baldwin lease— 
1,500 a day. The S. P. brought in one in the 
Midway rated at 605.

During the past week five new wells were 
located in this field, where over 100 wells are 
drilling. Wildcatting is at its greatest height 
since the industry started over thirty years 
ago, and all the wildcat wells are looking so 
promising that undoubtedly a great acreage 
will be added to an already productive fleld 
before the end of the year. 


Although at one time immediately following 
the bringing in of the big Union well, bonuses 
were asked and paid as high as $1,000 an 
acre, it is possible to get land now within a 
mile east of the Chapman well with only a 
stipulation to drill at once. During the past 
week the Standard, Union, Amalgamated, Co- 
lumbia and Brea Canyon have been offered

properties under such terms. This new turn 
of the bonus situation will assist further de- 
velopment considerably, as many of the land- 
holders holding distant and very doubtful 
lands were asking such high prices that drill- 
ing was almost prohibitive. 

On the Ibbitson property, south of the 
Standard’s producing wells on the Kramer, 
the Amalgamated has drilled to a depth of 2,475 
feet without a showing of oil. The Stand- 
ard’s Kramer wells showed the sand at 2,300 
feet. The distance is comparatively short be- 
tween the properties, and shows that the oil 
sands dip deep to the southward. In the 
Yorba well the Amalgamated is making good 
drilling time, and is at present 1,824 feet in 
depth. The formation at present, however, is 
conglomerate, which has slowed up the drilling 
considerably. 

The General Petroleum Company is the latest 
addition to the developers of the new field 
opened up by the Chapman well. On property 
known as the Wilkins tract or Yorba group 
3-1, the G. P. has started drilling, and at 200 
feet are in gravel and boulders. Another new 
company in this section is the Petroleum De- 
velopment Company. On the Bradford ranch 
drilling has already started, and on the Joa- 
quin property a rig is being erected and work 
on three other nearby locations is in progress. 
All locations are near the Chapman well. 

Big wells continue to be brought in in the 
Montebello _ field. The Standard’s famous 
Baldwin Hills property has just brought forth 
another gusher, in spite of the prediction that 
no more big producers would be brought in on 
this property. No. 28, completed at a depth 
of 3,318 feet, came in doing 4,000 barrels of 
oil and close to 2,000,000 feet of gas. This 
well is the greatest producer since No. 23, 
completed about six months ago. The Stand- 
ard has made a remarkable development rec- 
ord on the Baldwin in two years. Twenty- 
seven wells have been drilled and a production 
of more than 20,000 barrels a day developed in 
that comparatively short time. 

In this same field the Petroleum Midway an- 
nounces the completion of No. 2 on the Mull- 
holland, the well being good for a little better 
than 100 barrels daily. Mullholland No. 1 is 
still a consistent producer at 60 barrels. Work 
on Red Star No. 5 still continues, although the 
well is now standing cemented. The Red Star 
property has proven to be the most productive 
of the many properties developed by the 
Petroleum Midway. No. 1 is a 125-barrel well; 
No. 3 is good for 500; No. 7 for 700, and No. 4 
for 800 barrels. The bulk of the oil is high 
gravity and clean. 


Santa Clara Valley Gets Natural Gas. 


The natural gas of the State Consolidat- 
ed, General Petroleum and Shell companies, 
operating in the high gravity field at Ven- 
tura, is to replace artificial gas in all the 
towns of the Santa Clara Valley and the 
Ventura coast served by the Southern Coun- 
ties Gas Company. For years Ventura has 
had gas from some ancient gas wells in the 
neighborhood of the oil fields, and the old 
pipeline is being used temporarily for the 
new gas, but it is being replaced by new 
equipment preparatory to handling the gas 
on a larger scale. Before being taken for 
lighting and fuel use, the gasoline content 
is taken out by the General Petroleum’s 
compressors and shipped to market to the 
amount of about 600 gallons daily. 

In the Ventura fields, the State Consol- 
idated reports that the water has been suc- 
cessfully shut off in its famous crater well, 
Lloyd No. 2, and it is yielding about seven- 
ty-five barrels daily of oil testing 54 gravity. 
The company is now drilling on its Hart- 
man No. 1, down 4,115 feet. 

The Shell company is shipping 30 gravity 
oil by tank cars from its Gosnell well No. 
1. The well is throttled down and shows a 
pressure of 200 pounds. The company is 
still working on the Aramway or McGonical 
and the Taylor wells. 

The General Petroleum has cemented its 
12% casing at 2,010 feet in its Barnhart No. 
2, now in course of drilling for a deep test. 
Barnhart No. 1 continues production. 

The Doheny Pacific Petroleum has leased 
340 acres at the mouth of Eureka canyon 
near Peru, proved shallow territory near 
the old property of the South Pacific. How- 
ever, being well financed, the Doheny Pacific 
will make a deep, thorough test of the dis- 
trict, something never done before. 

The Hondo Oil Company and Associates 
of Los Angeles has started its No. 11, sec- 
tion 33-4-33. The wells are about 800 feet 
in depth and yield about 10 barrels of 27 
to 2° gravity oil. 


Many New Wells in South. 


The latest report of the State Mining 
Bureau shows that during the past week 
there were fourteen new wells started 
throughout the various fields of California. 
Of this total nine were started in the Ful- 
lerton-Whittier fleld alone. The total is a 
slight increase over the previous week and 
brings the total number of new wells start- 
ed since the first of the year to 176. Sev- 
enteen wells were repcrted ready for test 
of water shut-off, as compared to twenty- 
two the previous week. Notices were also 
received of twelve redriiling or deepening 
jobs, compared to nine the previous week. 
Eight wells were abandoned. 

The Standard, Union and Columbia were 
the most active operators during the week 
and are responsible for the nine new wells 
in the south. The Standard started two in 
the Montebello field, «me on section 1-2-12 
and one on section 6-2-11. Two others were 
started by this company in the two newest 
fields in the State, one at Richfleld, on sec- 
tion 36-3-9, and the other at Placentis, on 
section 29-3-9. Both ef these wells are in 
close proximity to the Union’s big well at 
Richfield. 

The Union is also starting two wells in _ the 
Montebello field, on sections 1-2-12 and 2-2-12. 
Also, it will start a second well in the Rich- 
field district, where its latest well is still doing 
around 4,000 barrels daily. The Columbia will 
attempt to extend the southern boundary of 
the Montebello field with a well on the James 
Scott property, where drilling has already com- 
menced and 400 feet of hole made. A second 
attempt to clean out Adobe No. 1 and put it 
on the producing list is now being made. This 
property is just north of the Scott property. 
This well, since completion three months ago, 
has been a victim of constant sanding up. No.

MEXICAN PIPELINE 


Storage Improvements at Tampico by 
Freeport-Mexican Fuel Oil 


Corporation. 
Tampico, Mexico, April 29, 1919. 

Extensive enlargements of the pipe- 
line, pumping and storage facilities of 
the Freeport and Mexican Fuel Oil Cor- 
poration in the Gulf Coast territory are 
underway and planned. This company 
exported 475,189 barrels of crude petro- 
leum through this port during the month 
of March and its shipments for April will 
probably be considerably above these 
figures. In the Panuco fields the com- 
pany is constructing a new pumping sta- 
tion near its Zurita well, and another 
pumping plant on its Gonzalez lease. 
The Zurita pumping plant will have a 
daily capacity of 35,000 barrels and the 
Gonzalez plant’s capacity will be 28,000 
barrels a day. From this station there 
will be a line to the river near the Cor- 
ona Company’s Panuco camp, where 
there will also be a small loading wharf, 
which will be available in case of emer- 
gency. 

The line from Gonzalez will run to 
Zurita and from that point the oil will 
be pumped to the river terminal of the 
company, a distance of more than two 
miles. 

All three of the lines are of eight-inch 
pipe and will, when completed, effect a 
considerable shortening of the present 
lines of the company. 

At the Zurita well two steel storage 
tanks, one of 55,000-barrel capacity and 
the other of 35,000-barrel capacity are 
being erected. Material has also been 
ordered for two 35,000-barrel tanks that 
are to be built at the Vinas terminal of 
the company.

Chicago, May 2, 1919.

A statement of the total freight rev- 
enue on all the shipments of petroleum 
and products made by each company dur- 
ing the year 1918, together with the total 
weight of said shipment and the total 
amount of loss and damage claims paid 
by the carriers in connection with such 
shipments. 

A statement of tank-car earnings and 
upkeep.

Kansas and Missouri Gas Case Re- 


manded to Trial Court for 
Rehearing. 


Washington, May 2, 1919. 

In the case of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Kansas, the Public Service 
Commission of Missouri, the Kansas City 
Gas Company, and the Wyandotte County 
Gas Company, against John M. London, a 
receiver of the Kansas Natural Gas Com- 
pany, Chief Justice White directed that 
the order entered March 17 be vacated 
and that judgment now be entered as fol- 
lows :— 

The decrees below are reversed and the 
cause is remanded to the trial court with di- 
rections to hear it anew and determine all the 
issues involved, including those arising on the 
several bills, cross bills and answers in the 
nature of cross bills, in conformity with the 
views expressed in the opinion of this court, 
and to take such further proceedings as may 
he appropriate and consistent with such opin- 
ion. All temporary injunctions in force at 
the time of the entry of the decrees from 
which appeals were taken here shall be con- 
tinued in force until otherwise ordered. The 
cost in this court will be paid one-half by 
Jcrhn M. London, receiver of the Kansus Nat- 
ural Gas Company, ard the remainder shall be 
paid, one-third by each of the three groups 
of appellants. 


Kansas Gas Rehearing Denied by U. 


S. Supreme Court. 
Washington, May 2, 1919. 


Rehearing of the so-called Kansas gas 
cases was refused on Monday by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. On 
March 17 last the court reversed Federal 
court decrees which enjoined the Mis- 
suori and Kansas State and municipal 
authorities from interfering with certain 
rates which had been fixed by the court 
in receivership proceedings and issued a 
substitute judgment. 


“Oil Syndicate Pool,’ with Three- 
Cent a Share Stock, Under Blue 
Sky Probe. 


Chicago, May 2, 1919. 


Oil stocks at three cents the share have 
attracted the attention of District Attor- 
ney Charles F. Clyne to a new promotion 
scheme operated by the use of the mails. 
The literature and reports of the “Oil 
Syndicate Pool’ of Kentucky fell into the 
hands of the Federal grand jury, during 
a “blue sky” investigation by Attorney 
General Brundage. Redmond F. Sheri- 
dan, with offices in the Todd Building, 
Louisville, Ky., has been endeavoring to 
interest citizens in his “Oil Syndicate 
Pool,”” which has nothing to sell, but 
which promises unlimited wealth to citi- 
zens who will invest in oil stock at three 
cents a share through the Oil Fields De- 
velopment Company. The company claims 
to have “enormous prospects” in the Big 
Sinking district of Lee county, Ky. Dis- 
trict Attorney Clyne has discovered that 
residents of the Chicago Federal district 
have been among the targets of this 
scheme, and has, therefore, taken the case 
into his charge and sent out agents to 
collect information as a basis for a grand 
jury investigation. 


Texas Company to Expend $1 ,000,- 
000 for Export Terminal at 
Mobile, Ala. 


Mobile, Ala., May 1, 1919. 


An aggregate of $1,000,000 is to be 
expended by the Texas Company in the 
construction and development of an ex- 
port terminal at this port, according to 
plans announced. The terminal will be 
capable of handling large quantities of oil 
and other refinery products, and for th's 
purpose two or more storage tanks will 
be constructed as well as new piers and 
other oil handling facilities. The tanks 
will have a capacity of 64,000 barrels 
each, Oil will be brought in barges from 
Port Arthur, Texas, and adequate bunker 


facilities will be constructed at each pier 
to supply large quantities of oil from the 
tanks to the ships in a few hours’ time. 
H. E. Moran, of Beaumont, Texas, of the 
Texas Company, is in charge of the con- 
struction work. 


Standard Oil of California Elects 
Kingsbury to Succeed Late 
W. S. Rheem. 


At a special meeting of the directors of 





the Standard Oil Company of California 
kK. R. Kingsbury, vice-president, was 
elected president, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of W. S. Rheem.

OIL STOCK SWINDLES. 


Millions in Worthless Shares Sold on 
New York Curb Cause District 
Attorney to Investigate. 


Worthless oil and mining stocks which 
have netted the sellers millions of dollars 
from innocent investors have been mar- 
keted in the last six months in the curb 
market in this city, it is stated by inves- 
tigators working under the direction of 
District Attorney Swann. Conditions 
whereby wildcat promoters and freelance 
brokers have been able to have their 
worthless offerings listed with legitimate 
curb securities have been found in the 
present system of listing securities for 
curb trading, it is asserted, by the District 
Attorney, and as a result many so-called 
brokers who have shady, and even crim- 
inla, records have been able to make a 
“clean-up” and vanish, sales of their 
“swindle papers” being easily made in the 
rising market which legitimate oil stocks 
have had in the last six months. 

Thorough investigation of the system 
of stock listing now in use, together with 
sales methods and other stock promoting 
“rigmajigs” will be continued by the Dis- 
trict Attorney, it is declared, and guilty 
parties will be arrested and prosecuted as 
rapidly as sufficient evidence has been 
gathered. . Hundreds of complaints have 
been made to the District Attorney by 
persons who have lost money, sometimes 
all their savings, in these swindling op- 
erations, Mr. Swann declared. The co- 
operation of the Carb Market Association 
has been promised in the effort being 
oe to rid the curb of fakirs and swin- 
dlers. 

Assistant District Attorney Theodore 
L. Waugh, who has been assigned to 
make the investigation, asserted that un- 
der the present system of curb selling 
any one may have stocks listed. This, he 
said, gave apparent standing to the 
worthless securities, and inexperienced 
investors were induced thereby to specu- 
late. He claimed that some of the fake 
stocks were so listed among curb securi- 


ties were handled mainly by _ brokers 
not members of the Curb’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Waugh said information had 


reached him identifying one of the swin- 
dlers and brokers as a convict from the 
West, who had _ sold worthless. stock 
amounting to $200,000. 

Mr. Waugh has written to many towns 
in the Southwest in an endeavor to locate 
some of the oil firms whose stock has 
been sold on the curb. He has received 
unsatisfactory replies to most of his in- 
quiries, he stated. 


So. Oklahoma Oil and Development 


License Revoked in Illinois. 
Chicago, May 2, 1919. 

The Southern Oklahoma Oil and Devel- 
opment Company has passed beyond the 
sphere of Illinois investors’ opportunities 
with the action of Secretary of State Em- 
merson in revoking the company’s li- 
cense to sell securities in Illinois. 

The company, whose Chicago offices are 
at 108 S. La Salle street, has been 
charged with pursuing faulty methods of 
business. Samuel Brownstein, its treas- 
urer, it is declared, admitted to the attor- 
ney general that the company’s wells were 
producing oil at the rate of only three 
barrels a day. The revocation order al- 





leged payment of dividends “out of 
moneys other than those derived from 
legitimate business operation,” payment 


of 42 per cent. commissions to stock sales- 
men, and numerous other irregularities. 


Buck Run Oil and Refining Suit at 
Chicago at an End.

The suit of the Buck Run Oil and Re- 
fining Company to enjoin Secretary of 
State Emmerson and Assistant Attorney 
General Raymond S. Pruitt from carry- 
ing out the revocation of its license to sell 
stock under the “blue sky” law was 
brought to an end before Judge Charles 
H. Walker, in the Circuit Court this week. 
The unusual action of the company in 
filing a double-barreled suit against the 
State officers was brought to an end by 
the withdrawal of the bill by Attorney 
Fornell Garfield Smith, representing the 
company. He said that similar action 
would be taken in Sangamon county, 
completing the retraction.

A special meeting of the stockhold- 
ers of the Sinclair Oil and Refining

Swan & Finch Sales Increased in

Henry Fletcher, president of Swan &

Asphalt and Oil Possibilities in South- 


west Arkansas. 


Several asphalt deposits in Pike and 
Sevier counties, in southwestern Arkan- 
sas, have from time to time attracted the 
attention of persons interested in oil, 
some of whom have at different times 
leased land in these and adjoining coun- 
ties and sunk wells in the hope of finding 
oil. In none of these wells, however, has 
oil been found in commercial quantity. 

Asphalt was mined several years ago 
from a deposit near Pike, in Pike county, 
and shipped to Little Rock, where it was 
used in paving streets. This and the other 
asphalt deposits in the two _ counties 
named, and the possibility of finding oil 
in these and adjoining counties, are dis- 
cussed by H. D. Miser and A. H. Purdue 
in a report entitled “Asphalt Deposits and 
Oil Conditions in Southwestern Arkan- 
sas,”’ which has recently been published 
as Bulletin 691-J of the United States 
Geological Survey. The report gives the 
records of several deep wells which have 
been drilled in recent years for oil and 
for artesian water, and these records will 
be of special interest to those who ex- 
pect to drill deep wells in this part of the 
State.

Parcel Post Service Between the 
United States and Paraguay. 


Commencing May 1, 1919, postmasters 
will accept parcel post packages for Para- 
guay up to a weight limit of eleven 
pounds under the conditions and classi- 
fications applicable to the service in gen- 
eral and with particular reference to the 
pronibitions indicated in section 180, on 
page 153, of the Annual Postal Guide for 
1918.

express purpose of reimporting it and 
having it assessed at 15 per cent. ad 
valorem in harmony with a decision of 


the Court of Customs Appeals in Bayers- 
dorfer vs. United States (7 Ct. Cust. 
Appls., 66; T. D. 36390). Held that in- 
asmuch as the shipment of the merchan- 
dise to Canada was not for the purpose 
of having it enter into the commerce of 
that country, but, on the contrary, with 
the express purpose of having it brought 
back into the United States, such ship- 
ment. to Canada was not an exportation 
within the meaning of the statute, and 
herefore the original assessment of duty 
must stand. teappraisement circular No. 
12,306 and G. A. 7,139 (T. D. 31,143) cited. 

The merchandise involved in this pro- 
test appears to have been originally, on 
January 15, 1916, imported into the United 
States from Florence, Italy, and was 
thereupon assessed with duty at the rate 
of 60 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 347 of the tariff act 
of 1913. Against this assessment the im- 
porter made no protest, but subsequently, 
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and on or about May 1, 1916, the Court 
of Customs Appeals in Bayersdorfer vs. 
United States (7 Ct. Cust, Appls., 66; T. 
D. 36,390), held that such merchandise 
(ruscus leaves), not being both artificial 
and ornamental, was not properly subject 
to duty at the rate of 60 per cent. ad 
valorem. It was doubtless because of the 
long-continued practice of assessing duty 
on chemically bleached ruscus leaves at 
60 per cent. ad valorem that the import- 
ing company did not protest on the liqui- 
dation of the entry from Italy, and we 
therefore regret that we are powerless to 
grant relief to conform with the rate de- 
termined by the court in the Bayersdorfer 
case, supra, but nevertheless, on the facts 
presented, hold that the only importation 
of the merchandise as contemplated by 
the statute was that from Italy, and 
therefore we must overrule the protest. 


Entry When Complete—U. S. vs. 
Cronkhite Co. 


This also was an appeal from the de- 
cision of the Board of General Appraisers, 
T. D. 37,579. The contention of the im- 
porter was that the entry of the goods as 
provided was completed with the filing of 
the entry paper and that the permit for 
delivery when signed by the collector was 
complete without having been counter- 
signed by the naval officer or having been 
attended by other naval requirements. 
The opinion of the general board was re- 
versed, Judge Smith entering a dissent- 
ing opinion, 


Date Rate of Duty on Dyestuffs De- 
termined—Vandegrift & Co. vs. 
United States. 


Treasury Decision 37,978 takes up the 
case of Vandegrift & Co. vs. the United 
States on appeal from the Board of United 
States General Appraisers. This appeal 
presents the single question as to whether 
dyestuffs are properly dutiable under the 
tariff act of October 3, 1913, or the rev- 
enue act of September 8, 1916. The mer- 
chandise arrived at the port of New York 
on September 5, 1916, whereat on Septem- 
ber 7, 1916, an immediate transportation 
entry was made therefor and forwarded 
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in bond to the port of Philadelphia. It 
further appears that a consumption entry 
paper was filed therefor at Philadelphia 
on September 8, 1916, but the duties were 
not paid nor permit of delivery issued 
until September 16, 1916. Liquidation 
was made October 26, 1916, under the act 
of September 8, 1916. Due protest was 
made against such liquidation, and upon 
appeal to the Board of General Apprais- 
ers the action of the collector in this par- 


ticular was affirmed. The case is here 
upon appeal from that decision of the 
board. 

The opinion of the appraisers was af- 


firmed, although a dissenting opinion was 
rendered by Judge Smith. 


Ceramic Coleee-—-Drekeateld & Co. vs. 
United States. 


This was an appeal from the decision 
of the Board of General Appraisers (T. D. 
37,604). The collector of customs at the 
port of New York classified the importa- 
tion for dutiable merchandise as a “‘cera- 
mic color,” under paragraph 63 of the 
tariff act of 1913, and upon protest by a 
majority decision of the Board of General 
Appraisers the contention of the impor- 
ters was overruled. The contest was upon 
an importation of cadmium sulphide or 
cadmium yellow, the issue being whether 
it was properly classified as a pigment or 
a coior. The decision of the general 
board was aftlirmed.

British- American Chemical Co. Re- 
ceivers’ Settlement With Gov- 


ernment Reported to Court. 


United States District Court for 

A arict of New Jersey at Newark this 
the ing Monday, James F. Fielder and 
moyman rb, receivers for the British- 
= erican Chemical Company, Inc., will 

the court to confirm their action in 
ajusting with the Chemical Warfare 
‘ rvice, U. S. A., a claim of the company 
Seraing out of a contract with the gov- 
ent for benzyl chloride. The terms 
the settlement allow to the company 
$124 030.64, less a credit of $9,196.37 for 
raw materials in process and manufac- 
tured goods on hand, the materials be- 
coming the property of the company. The 
yment of the amount is expected within 
peshort time, the receivers state. The net 
result of the settlement will be the return 
of $80,000 of receivers’ certificates pledged 
with the War Credits Board, payment of 
about $32,500 in money and the transfer 
to the receivers of $9,196.64 in raw ma- 
terials and manufactured products, based 
upon present prices. 

The receivers state that they have been 
informed that the Committee of Creditors 
will submit an offer for the property of 
the company in connection with a plan 
for the readjustment of the company’s 
finances and capitalization and a com- 
position settlement of the creditors. The 
balance sheet submitted by the receivers 
shows fixed assets of $167,061.03, current 
assets of $90,740.78 and deferred assets of 
$31,838.72, an aggregate of $289,640.53, 
while the liabilities reported comprise 
$214,853.45 in receivers’ obligations, $19,- 
940,63 in accrued items and $5,445.15 in 
miscellaneous items. Reserve for depre- 
ciation totals $24,000 and $26,101.30 is 
reported as profit accrued to March 31, 
1919. Sales from July 18, 1918, to March 
$1, 1919, aggregated $145,669.94, as shown 
by the profit and loss account, the gross 
profit on sales being given as $39,481.92 
and the net profit on sales at $33,602.69. 


Liability of Freight Forwarder for 
Goods Lost in Transit Involved 
in Suit. 


A vigorous defense will be made by D. 
c. Andrews & Co., foreign freight for- 
warders of 27 Water street, to the suit 
which has been filed against it in the 
Supreme Court, New York county, by the 
Bayard Products Company, of this city, 
for the recovery of $7,058.70 alleged by 
the plaintiff to be due as a result of the 
loss of a consignment of 64,020 pounds of 
calcium carbide. Arthur Mayer, of 261 
Broadway, attorney for the defendant, 
has filed an answer, and the hearing of 
the case is being awaited with interest by 
the trade, it is stated, in view of the fact 
that the question of the responsibility of 
a forwarder for goods lost in transit is 
involved in the litigation. 


The calcium carbide for which the dam- 
ages are claimed was lost when a lighter 
on which it was being transported from a 
New Jersey point to a Brooklyn terminal 
sank at a pier in Brooklyn. The Andrews 
company denied responsibility in the case, 
and particularly so far as the Bayard 
Products Company is concerned. Mr. 
Mayer asserts that his client represented 
the Southern Export Corporation, which 
engaged the Andrews company to lighter 
the goods. These had been previously 
sold to the export company by the Bayard 
Products Compaiy, and when they were 
being loaded on the lighter the Bayard 
Products Company sought and obtained 
permission to put on board another lot of 
calcium carbide which it owned and had 
lying with the goods sold to the export 
company, The lighter subsequently sank 
before the goods could be unloaded. Only 
430 drums of the goods were salvaged. 


About a year after the accident, the E. 
Barton Lightering Company, which owned 
the lighter, sued D. C. Andrews & Co. for 
recovery of the lighterage charges, but a 
jury in the Supreme Court found for the 
defendant, and the presiding justice dis- 
missed the complaint with costs to the de- 
fendant. Since then the Bayard Products 
Company has filed its complaint. 

About the time that the action was 
started in the Supreme Court, the Bayard 
Products Company went into the hands of 
a@ receiver as a result of a proceeding 
brought before Judge Knox in the United 
States District Court for the Southern 
District of New York, Charles A. Finn 
being appointed receiver in the proceed- 
ing.

ARREST CHEMICAL DEAL- 
ERS. 


Former Officers of Herman & Herman, 
Inc., Indicted for Alleged Larceny 
and Forgery. 


Accused of seditious irregularties, in- 
volving the issuance of a false bill of 
lading, grand larceny and forgery, in con- 
nection with export shipments of various 
chemicals and dyes, David L. Herman 
and James D. McQuade, formerly presi- 
dent and first vice-president, respectively, 
of the firm of Herman & Herman, Inc., 
exporters and dealers in chemicals and 
dyes, of 6 Church street, were arraigned 
in the Court of General Sessions, before 
Judge Malone, on last Saturday, April 26, 
and released under bail of $10,000 and 
$2,000, respectively, pending trial. The 
two men had been previously arrested fol- 
lowing their indictment by the April 
Grand Jury on charges of having ob- 
tained $5,700 from the London and 
Brazilian Bank, Ltd., of 56 Wall street, 
in February, 1918. A third man, who is 
oe in the case, has not yet been ar- 
rested. 


It is alleged in the indictment that Her- 
man and McQuade bribed an employe of 
A. J. Hirt & Co., steamship agents, to 
issue a false bill of lading purporting to 
cover a shipment of aniline dyes destined 
to a buyer in Buenos Aires, and valued at 
$7,200. It is then charged that they is- 
sued for their company a draft for which 
they obtained $5,700 from the bank. This 
draft was forwarded by the bank to 
South America, and later returned as be- 
ing no good, it is stated. This specific 
transaction mentioned in the indictment 
was but one of a number, according to 
Assistant District Attorney Pecora, who 
has charge of the prosecution of the case, 
the priseners being accused of obtaining 
about $200,000 altogether from banks 
with foreign connections. 


“Officials of the London and Brazilian 
Bank,” Mr. Pecora stated, “declare that 
European competitors of American pro- 
ducers are making capital in South 
America out of the operations of the Her- 
man company by circulating reports that 
the culprits will not be punished in the 
United States, as the methods complained 
of are merely the following out of Yankee 
business customs. We have given these 
reports their first answer by our investi- 
gation and the subsequent indictments in 
this case.” 


Herman & Herman, Inc., passed into 
bankruptcy in July last, and Judge Jayer, 
in the Federal Court, appointed Edmunds 
H. Child as receiver. The latter, through 
Harry Zalkin, of 51 Chambers street, an 
attorney, laid the accusations in the case 
of the false bill of lading before District 
Attorney Swann, who in turn submitted 
the case to the Grand Jury. 

Both defendants pleaded not guilty to 
the charges against them, and the hear- 
ing was postponed pending the arrest of 
the third man in the case. 














Legal Actions Filed in New York

POTASH CONTROL 
UP TO CONGRESS 


President Wileua. Cables That 
Restrictions Must Be Made 


in Usual Manner. 


Washington, May 2, 1919. 


Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, re- 
ceived on Monday from President Wil- 
son a cablegram which said that further 
governmental action to restrict importa- 
tions of potash must wait upon legisla- 
tion by Congress. Senator Hitchcock and 
other Senators had cabled the President 
urging that some action should be taken 
to restrict imports and thus prevent the 
war accumulation in Germany from be- 
ing dumped at ruinous prices in America 
and thus drive out of business the thou- 
sands of small investors who went into 
the domestic industry when the govern- 
ment needed American-produced potash to 
win the war. 


The President’s cablegram pointed out 
that potash is one of the commodities that 
the allies have decided to allow Germany 
to export in payment for food. He also 
pointed out that France is offering Al- 
satian potash for export and that it would 
be economically impracticable to put any 
restrictions on the importation of potash 
from enemy countries at this time. He 
intimated that the only relief to the do- 
mestic industry must come from Congress. 
Those who are planning a drive on Con- 
gress in behalf of the domestic industry 
are still optimistic that they will be able 
to get the Lane bill passed, providing for 
limiting the importations of foreign pot- 
ash under a licensing system which will 
require dilution of the imported potash 
with a certain ratio of domestic potash 
sufficient to develop the American indus- 
try. In addition to the support of Sec- 
retaries Lane and Houston, they fell that 
they will have the direct support of the 
President on such legislation. 


30,000 Tons of German Potash to 
Be Sent to England. 


London, April 18, 1919. 

The Borsen Courier announces that ar- 
rangements have been made to dispatch 
30,000 tons of potash to England (about 
a year’s consumption) during the next 
four-six months. The price has been 
fixed in sterling, and at a moderate fig- 
ure, with the object of providing part of 
the means of paying for food imports. It 
is expected that negotiations will shortly 
commence with America on the same 
basis as regards price. 


Carbonate of Potash Assessment by 
New Jersey on Russian Property 


Set Aside. 


Trenton, N. J., May 2, 1919. 

An assessment of $757,200, levied b 
the taxing officials of Newark upon 3,785 
casks of carbonate of potash, shipped to 
the United States from Russia by the Cen- 
tral War Industrial Committee of_ Rus- 
sia, has been set aside by the New Jersey 
State Board of Taxes and Assessments 
in an opinion written by Frank B. Jess, 
of Camden, president of that body. This 
committee was given the exclusive right 
to buy and export potash from Russia. 

The material involved in the assessment 
was shipped to Anatole Issaeff, the ac- 
credited representative of the committee 
in New York. Storage room for all of 
the shipment could not be found in that 
city, so a portion of it was placed in a 
warehouse in Newark, President Jess 
ruled that, as potash had remained in the 
original casks and in the control of the 
importer when assessed, the assessment 
was illegal. ° 





Diamond Match Co. May Not Con- 
tinue Operation of Muriate of 
Potash Plant in U. S. 


Chicago, May 2, 1919. 
Whether the Diamond Match Company 
will continue to operate its muriate of pot- 
ash plant is in doubt, W. A. Fairburn, 
president of the company, informed its 
stockholders at their annual meeting in 


Chicago this week. 

The company’s’ Burmeister tash 
works, located on Great Salt Lake, S de- 
clared, “must be considered a war plant, 
and unless the American potash chemical 
industry is given government protection 
it is probable that the plant will cease to 
operate when trade with Europe is re- 
sumed. 

Describing the part of the Diamond 
Match Company in the war crisis, Mr. 
Fairburn went on :— 

“In 1915 the management of this com- 
pany began the construction of three 

lants, located at East Wilmington, Cal., 

awrence, Mass,, and Burmeister, Utah, 
for the production of muriate of potash 
(formerly obtained from abroad), which 
plants were successfully operated and 
fully supplied the requirements of the 
company with this most important chemi- 
cal. If these plants had not been built, 
or if the entirely original processes used 
had failed to produce the needed quality 
and quantity of potash, not only would 
the operations of the company have been 
affected, but the country would have suf- 
fered from the effects of a serious match 
famine, as no other suitable source of 
supply was available. 

“In order that manufacturing 


opera- 
tions might be safeguarded against 


ort- 
age of materials, it has been necessary 
during the last two years to ca’ larger 
quantities of raw and semi-manufactured 
materials than was customary in normal 
times, and as the unit price of all com- 
modities entering into the production of 
the finished, merchantable match has 
greatly increased during war times, the 
value of inventories of materials has sub- 
stantially increased.” 

A slight decrease in the net earnings 
of the company bag arisen from these dif 
ficulties, Mr. Fairburn decl in pre 
senting the earnin statement, which 
showed the ast profits for the 1918

TEA SEED OIL. 


Analysis of “Non-Drying’ Indian 
Product as Shown by Im- 


perial Institute. 

A sample of Indian tea seed (camellia 
thea) was forwarded by the chief scien- 
tific officer of the Indian Tea Association 
in September, 1917, at the suggestion of 
the Imperial Institute of Great Britain, 
in order that the yield and character of 
the oil it contains might be ascertained 
iM comparison with that obtained from 
camellia sasanqua seed, the usual source 
of commercial tea-seed oil from China. 


_The sample was described as assam 
kha ikatia tea seed from the Jorehaut 
fea Company.

The oil furnished by this Indian tea 
seed is of the ‘‘non-drying” class and re- 
sembles the tea-seed oil of commerce de- 
rived from C. Sasanqua. There is no 
doubt that the Indian oil would be read- 
ily salable if it could be produced in 
commercial quantities. 

The amount of oil contained in the ker- 
nels is low, viz., 17.3 per cent. as com- 
pared with 58 to 59 per cent. in Sasanqua 
kernels. Seeds or kernels containing sucn 
a low percentage of oil as the Indian tea- 
seed kernels are usually not of commer- 
cial importance as sources of oil unless 
feeding stuff or for some other purpose. 
the residual cake has a high value as a 
Tea-seed cake contains saponin, and is, 
therefore, not suitable for use as a cattle 
food. The Chinese tea-seed cake has 
been principally employed for the manu- 
facture of worm-killing preparations for 
use in horticulture, and for this purpose 
was offered at about £8 10s. per ton c. i. f. 
London before the war. The cake from 
the Indian tea seed could be utilized for 
the same purpose. 

The small yield of oil from the Indian 
tea seed, and the comparatively low value 
of the residual cake, render it unlikely 
that the seed could be remuneratively 
employed as a source of oil. Only in the 
event of large supplies of the seed being 
available at a low price does it seem 
probable that the extraction of the oil on 
a commercial scale could be recommend- 
ed. It would not be remunerative to ex- 
port the seed or kernels, and the_ oil 
would, therefore, have to be extracted in 
India. 


VEGETABLE OIL MILLS 


In Philippines May Have to Close 
Down—Lack of Market in 
United States. 


Several of the smaller vegetable oil 
mills in the Philippine Islands may have 
to close down in the near future on ac- 
count of the lack of market in the United 
States for cocoanut oil, in the opinion of 
J. G. Shuler, vice-president of the Phil- 
ippine Manufacturing Company of Ma- 
nila. Mr. Shuler arrived in San Fran- 
cisco April 24 on the Matson liner Lur- 
line. He came to the Pacific coast to 


obtain first hand information concerning 
the vegetable oil situation in the United 

States, and at the time this was written 
had not yet determined whether his in- 
vestigations would take him to the East. 

While San Francisco vegetable oil men 
have been declaring that the lack of in- 
terest in cocoanut oil is unexplainable, 
Mr. Shuler did not hesitate to assert it 
is due to the fact that cottonseed oil ia 
being used by many manufacturers in 
preference to cocoanut oil, because the 
cottonseed product is cheaper. 

When Mr. Shuler launched in the veg: 
etable oil business in 1912 there were few 
mills in the Philippines, and the business 
was in its infancy. Today there are 19 
mills, and the Manila man says it looks 
as though all but five or six would have 
to shut down unless there is a brisker de- 
mand for cocoanut oil. 

On account of the preference of many 
soap manufacturers for tallow in place 
of cocoanut oil, Mr. Shuler declares that 
product is prohibitive for any but toilet 
soap purposes. 

Apropos of soap, he tells a story of hav- 
ing introduced his vegetable oil soap 
among the Moros on the island of Min- 
dinao. They are Mohammedans, and 
from time immemorial have refused to 
use soap because it contained animal fat. 
When the Yankee manufacturer showed 
the Moros that his soap contained no ani- 
mal fat, but vegetable oil instead, they 
tried the soap and liked it. The Sultan 
of Sulu wrote a testimonial in Arabic 
and recommended use of the soap to his 
subjects. With that as a basis, the Phil- 
ippine Manufacturing Company has been 
enabled to build up a soap business with 
the Moros, who for centuries have 
shunned water and used bark on those 
rare occasions when they did bathe. 

Eighteen months ago, the oil man 
states, a picul (137% pounds) of copra 
cost 18 pesos, or $9 gold. Now it is sell- 
ing at about 14 pesos per picul. 

The Philippine Islands always will be 
able to furnish practically all the veg- 
etable oil the world needs, in Mr. Shuler’s 
opinion. 

Japanese are breaking into the veg- 
etable oil trade in the Philippines, but so 
far nothing has resulted from this in- 
vasion.

ly offered at 5c. is apparently taken up. 
There are no offerings at that figure in 


the market at present. 
PARANITRANILINE.—Offerings of 
this material were reported at $1.10 
per pound in the spot market during 
the week just past. There is a very 
active tone to the operations of the 


buyers, and sales are coming through 
in large volumes. Producers report 
that they are put to it to fill their 
orders, and that they are anticipating 
a rise in the price of the material in 
the near future. 

PARANITROACETANILID.—Activ- 
ity in the market for this material is 
limited to the usual small lots for the 
immediate use of the consumers. There 
is no tendency among these factors to 
come into the market for more than 
they require at the present time, and 
as a result there is little action in the 
market. Prices are being held at the 
old levels in the face of this situation, 
and quotations range from $1 to $1.10 
per pound. 

PARA NITROORTHOTOLUIDINE. 
—There has been no further change in 
the position of this material since the 
report of a week ago. Prices are being 
well maintained, and while there is a 
fair demand for the commodity small 
lots are for the most part in evidence 
and quotations are barely held at the 
former level of $5.50 per pound. 

PARAPHENYLENEDIAMINE. 
There has been a fairly good degree of 
activity in the market for this material 


during the past week, and producers 
report that they are doing a normal 
volume of business at their present 


prices. Sales of good quantities are be- 
ing put through and supplies are rather 
limited in volume. There were sales at 
$3.25 per pound, and the range accord- 
ing to quantity and holder was up to 
$4 per pound. 

PARATOLUIDINE.—There has been 
no change in the position of this prod- 
uct in the spot market since the last 
report. Quotations are steady at the 
levels recently reported, and while 
there is a fairly active demand in evi- 
dence, there is some surplus of the 
material in the hands of the producers.

RESORCIN.—There has been no 
change in the resorcin situation since 
the report at the close of the former 


period. Quotations of the leading fac- 
tors in the market are being held at 
$4 per pound for the technical grade 
of the material. There are no pros- 
pects of further declines in spite of the 
fact that the raw material is slightly 
easier, for the costs of labor are almost 
prohibitive. Sales are still confined 
to small lots for the most part, with an 
occasional large order in the market. 
TOLIDIN. There has been no 
change in the position of this material 
since the last report. It seems to be in 
fair request, although the demand is 


hardly large enough to take up the 
available supplies of the commodity. 


Prices are well maintained and prob- 
ably will hold steady as long as toluol 
is in its present position. Prices are 
steady at $2.15@2.50 per pound. 
TOLUIDINE MIXTURE. — Mixed 
toluidine is in good request and the 
prices quoted by the leading factors in 
the market are steady at the levels 
prevailing for some time back. Second 
hands who were in possession of some 
surplus of the material are about 
cleaned out, and quotations have re- 
verted to the views of the producers in 


most directions. Sales at 70@75c. per 
pound were reported. 
TOLUOL. — There has been no 


change in the quotations of the leading 
factors in the market for this material 
since the report of last week. Pro- 
ducers report that they are receiving 
a fair business from the consumers of 
the material, and while these factors 
are by no means satisfied with the 
price they are coming into the market 
from time to time. Quotations at 25@ 
35e. per gallon were heard in the spot 
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market and lower prices were not ob- 
tainable. 


XYLOL.—There has been no change 


in the market for xylol since the re- 
port of a week ago. Prices are held 
at the old levels on the basis of the 


present costs of the production of the 
material. Buyers are not anxious to 
purchase their supplies at this level 
and in consequence small lot business 
is most in evidence. Prices are un- 
changed and are quoted at 40@45c. per

PYRITES FROM SPAIN. 


United States to Have Keen Competi- 
tion from Germany in Securing 


This Material. 


Washington, May 1, 1919. 

The United States can expect keen 
competition from Germany in securing 
raw materials from Spain, especially py- 
rites, as it is reported in an official com- 
munication here that Germany is expect- 
ed to make every effort to procure such 
materials from that country, where she 
secured them prior to the war. 

An investigation of this situation is be- 
ing made by Courtney DeKalb, United 
States Trade Commissioner, at Madrid, 
Spain, while Robert Harden, American 
Consul at Seville, Spain, has already 


made an investigation. 

In an official communication received 
here on the subject, it is stated that at 
the outbreak of the war German mining 
interests in Andalusia were of consider- 


able importance. Even the leading min- 
ing companies of Rio Tinto and Pena- 
roya, which represent to a large extent 
British and French mining interests in 


the Sevilla district, were subject to Ger- 
man influence. 

The province of Sevilla escaped Ger- 
man mining intrigues until shortly before 
the war, it is stated. In 1913, the Allge- 
meine Iirz Gesellschaft established itself 
there on a considerable scale, comprising 
all classes of mines and minerals. In 
rapid succession it purchased a mine at 
Aznalcollar (province of Sevilla), another 
in the province of Leon, and options on a 
group of mines in the province of Malaga. 
Other mining projects were being studied 
by this company in the provinces of Cor- 


doba, Huelva and Badajoz. The greater 
part of these undertakings, due to lack 
of capital, were given up shortly after 
war was declared. 


It is declared that it is the belief that 
as soon as times permit, German influence 
will begin to be felt again in these min- 
ing interests.

Blue Sky Law Agreed Upon in Illinois 
Will Bar Licensing Security 


Vendors. 


Chicago, May 3, 1919. 


_ Governor Lowden, Secretary of State 
Ismmerson, and banking institutions and 
associations throughout the State have 


agreed upon a new form of Blue Sky law. 

The outstanding change in the law will 
be the abandonment of the practice of li- 
censing vendors of securities. 

The bill requires every person floating 
securities to file with the Secretary of 
State the fullest of financial statements 
prepared under oath. The Secretary of 
State is to have funds with which to 
finance complete investigation of all state- 
ments. The most important phase of the 
new bill is that it provides that a copy of 
all information filed with the Secretary of 
State as to any flotation must be mailed 
to any person requesting it.

Du Ponts Announce New Insurance 
Program for Employes, Providing 


Free Policies. 


Announcement has been made by E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co. of the details 
of a new insurance program for its em- 
ployes, under which they will be given 
free life insurance as long as they remain 
in the employ of the company. About 
23,000 employes who have been with the 
company more than six months thereby 
will get policies with the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society, ranging from $1,000 to 
$1,600. The maximum will be reached at 
the end of five years. 

In announcing the insurance _ plan, 
Pierre S. du Pont, president of the com- 
pany, in a letter to each employe, said in 
part :— 

“This insurance is issued without 
expense to you. the entire cost 
borne by the company, and is in addi- 
tion to any compensation to which you 
might be entitled under the present State 
Compensation act. No medical examina- 
tion is required, and no one is prevented 
from obtaining protection by reason of 
the nature of his occupation.”

Sellers were 
disinclined to accept business at less 
than 13c. per pound and a range up to 
15c. per pound was noted, according to 
seller and quantity of material in re- 
quest. 

CANELLA ALBA.—Demand was con- 
servative through the entire period and 
the close was quiet at 16@17c. per 
pound. The market is not weak, how- 
ever, as production costs and the pres- 
ent spot prices are thought to be in 
fair accord. 

CASCARA SAGRADA.—The material 
is firmer on a price basis of 18%@19c.

— Although the price 
stood at 8@9c. per pound and thus rep- 
resented an advance of \%c. per pound 
over previous quotations, the spot mar- 
ket has actually undergone but little 
change during the past week. The 
firmer figure was said to have resulted 
from a somewhat larger inquiry. 

ORANGE PEEL.—Bitter orange peel 
continued nominal. Sweet Malaga rib- 
bons were quoted firm at 12@13c. per 
pound. Quarters are not to be had 
generally and are considered in nom- 
inal position on the spot. Sweet Tri- 
este holds at 13@13%c. per pound. 

_ PRICKLY ASH.—The actual scare- 
ity of this bark in the country contin- 
ues and at the moment there is no re- 
lief in sight whereby a buyers’ market 
might develop. At the close of the 
trading period, quotations on a basis of 
22@24c. per pound were noted, although 
it was understood that a sale was made 
at 19c. per pound. It was stated also 
that this price did not represent the 
market, but was an especial transaction. 

SASSAFRAS. — Nothing developed 
during the week to change the general 
opinion on spot—namely, that until 
new crop material is actually available, 
prices will be thoroughly maintained on 
a basis of ordinary bark at 24@25c. 
and selected material at 35@38c. per 
pound. 

TONGA.—Sellers state that the mar- 
ket is actually quiet so far as domestic 
business is concerned. However, a 
good export demand is likely to result 
and somewhat higher prices on spot.

Powers have had no supplies for a long 
time and that as they were always fair 
consumers of the bark, the future on 
this score is rather favorable to sellers. 
The close was firm but quiet at the 
prices mentioned. 

WAHOO.—The market is quiet owing 
to the exceptionally high prices pre- 
vailing at the moment. The tendency is 
somewhat easier, as advices from the 
primary market indicate an improve- 
ment in prospects of coming yield. 
Prices at the close were as follows:— 
Bark of root, 42@45c.; bark of tree, 35 
@36c. per pound. 

WILD CHERRY.—The season of 
greatest consumption is past and sup- 
plies at the production centers are in- 
creasing steadily, according to the trade 
on spot.

ST. IGNATIUS.—The market is not 
over charged with supplies at the 
present time, and at the close of the 
trading period sellers were not in- 
clined to shade 29@30c. per pound. De- 
mand is sufficient to sustain this price 
at the end of the week. 

VANILLA.—According to the best 
advices on the spot, there is no reason 
to change the views recently expressed 
as to the future of the material. Im- 
porters of Bourbon beans stated that 
demand during the past week has been 
strong enough to indicate that the fu- 
ture would see the beans quoted on a 
basis of $3.50 per pound. Mexican 
beans remain problematical so far as 
the new crop is concerned. All indica- 
tions point steadily to the idea that 
200,000 whole beans will constitute the 
entire crop, and this is considered a 
liberal estimate. Stocks now in the 
country are very small and prime 
beans command a premium price when 
the buyer refuses to entertain any 
other variety than Mexicans. 

Importations up to the end of Feb- 
ruary show that, all varieties con- 
sidered, the arrivals are less than any 
year since 1916. The government fig- 
ures indicate that up to the date men- 
tioned for 1919, 418,973 pounds were im- 
ported. This compares with 522,087 
pounds in 1918, and 434,828 pounds in 
1917—the period and dates being the 
same. Factors on the spot view this 
as a bullish argument when taken in 
conjunction with the state of demand. 

Prices held firm and steady through- 
out the entire week and at the close 
were as follows:—Mexican, $4.50@6.50; 

3ourbon, $2.75@3.25; South American, 
$3.25 @3.50; Tahiti, $1.50@1.60 per 
pound.

UVA URSI.—Factors hold the ma- 
terial to be moving in a most limited 
manner, and the price to be quotably 
unchanged at 10@11c. per pound. Fur- 
ther breaks are likely to occur, accord- 
ing to importers, following the advent 
of lower cost goods. 

WITCH HAZEL.—tThroughout the 
week a good request ruled on spot, and 
sellers stated at the close that, for the 
moment at least, 11@12c. per pound 
fairly represents spot ideas on the 
leaves. Further inquiry for export was 
noted, and it was thought that this 
element would show improvement. 


Roots. 


Arrivals of rhubarb and galangal root 
served to ease the market on these 
materials. Minor items were noted in 
slight advances over previous prices. 
The group was generally firm through- 
out the period. 

ALETRIS.—Although the price 
close of the trading period shows a 
cline of 2c. per pound, many sellers are 
out of supplies, and when possible are 
offering substitute material to buyers 
in quantity. Until new crop root is re- 
ported in quantity, the present situation 
is likely to obtain, although actual trad- 
ing is confined by reason of the pro- 
hibitively high prices asked. The clos- 
ing quotations were 58@60c. per pound. 

ARNICA.—With the inside figure re- 
ported at 95c. per pound, and sellers 
noted as high as $1@1.05 per pound, the 
market on this root is practically nom- 
inal, owing to the limited supplies of 
the root available on the spot. Demand 
is coming only from such directions as 
can not substitute. Its position on spot 
is firm and well sustained. 

COLOMBO.—Demand is said to ex- 
ceed supply. There are inquiries in the 
market for large supplies to be moved 
to London. The British manufacturers 
are said to take large quantities of the 
material, although its actual medicinal 
value has never been demonstrated and 
its essential principal undertermined. 
The price on spot is firm at 25@27c. per 
pound, with a premium asked for im- 
ported goods. 

GALANGAL.—An importation of 50 
bales of this root served to ease the spot 
condition as far as supplies are con- 
cerned. Replacement costs prevented 
any material reduction in price, which 
was reported firm on a basis of 25@26c. 
per pound at the close of the trading 
period. 

GEISEMIUM.—-An advance of Ic. per 
pound was noted in this material on 
spot. While domestic consumption has 
been limited to a routine demand, export 
requirements are beginning to be in- 
dicated by the increased inquiry from 
overseas. The close of the period was 
firm at the position noted. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—wWhile there has 
been no general marking down of quo- 
tations on this material, it was stated 
during the week that a firm order in 
hand would be filled at $5.25 per pound. 
It is understood that the primary mar- 
ket dealers have been in direct com- 
petition with sellers on spot, and are 
offering at a substantial cut below the 
spot quotations. Demand is at a mini- 
mum, although all expectation of export 
inquiry has not been abandoned. 


JALAP.—The Mexican root is hold- 
ing at 50c. per pound. However, the root 
is not firm and the present quotations 
will undoubtedly be shaded not only in 
firm quantity order, but also when sup- 
plies now en route to the spot have 
arrived.

ACETANILID.— Continued inquiry 
and sales on export account proved to 
be the feature of this material during 
the week just closed. Final quotations 
in producers’ hands were on a basis of 
42c. per pound, while resellers reported 
business at 40@4l1c. per pound. 


ACETPHENETIDIN.—On the spot 
the material has been in steady de- 
mand throughout the entire week, al- 
though no change in quotations from 
$2.40@2.50 per pound was reported firm 
up to the close of the trading period. 


ANTIPYRENE. — There are outside 
lots of antipyrene now quoted at $18.50 
per pound, while producers still name 
$19.50 per pound as unchanged from 
their previous figures. A passing de- 
man is noted, but the lots available 
at $18.50 are understood not to have 
been sold. 

BAY RUM.—Demand is holding the 
price steady at $3.30 per gallon for the 
Porto Rico offerings. To arrive, report 
indicated a quotation at $3.30 per pound. 
A firmer market is looked for in the 
near future. 

CHLORINE MIXTURE.—The price 
stands nominally at 74%4@10c. per pound, 
according to the quantity and buyer. 
Lots are being sold at better than the 
above figures, but it is understood that 
these cover contracts long standing. As 
high as 15c. per pound is being paid. 

CORN SYRUP.—Demand for the ma- 
terial seemed to be insatiable through- 
out the period. Producers state that 
deliveries can not be made earlier than 
two or three weeks, and is apparently 
rather doubtful then. In first hands 42- 
degree material is quoted strong at 
$5.63 per 100 pounds and the 43-degree 
at $5.73 per 100 pounds. Prompt de- 
livery goods command a premium Over 
these quotations. Sales went through 
at as high as $6 per 100 during the 
period, and in some instances sellers 
refuse to accept business at this figure. 
Canadian goods are playing a consider- 
able factor at the moment, but it is 
understood that the producers in Canada 
are as far behind in delivery as are those 
of the United States. Brewers’ sugar 
is also quoted up strong at $5.56 per 100 
pounds. 

CREAM OF TARTAR.—As intimated 
in the especial review in last week’s 
Reporter, manufacturers reduced their 
quotations early in the week, and now 
quote at 55c. per pound even for both 
crystals and powdered material. Second 
hands are apparently unwilling to ac- 
cept less than the 55c. per pound figure, 
although in one instance it was stated 
that such seller was actually in a posi- 
tion so to do. 

EPSOM SALTS.—The wide range in 
producers’ quotations still persists. At 
the close of the week the inside quota- 
tion stood at $2.25 per 100 pounds even 
on both technical and U. S. P. goods. 
Demand is fair, although not especially 
rushing at the moment. On forward 
contracts the $2.25 per 100 pound figure 
may be bettered. 

HYDROQUINONE.—There is an of- 
fering of hydroquinone available at $2.30 
per pound, which is below producers’ 
quotations. The material is not moving 
materially, as the holder of these sup- 
plies stated that it was impossible to 
move the goods promptly at even this 
favorable quotation. 

MENTHOL.—The British market was 
cabled during the week at 23s. 9d. per 
pound, which apparently was an ad- 
vance over previous advices. On the 
spot the material moved in a moderate 
way and closed steady at $6 per pound. 
with an intimation that in certain quar- 
ters a firm order in hand could be filled 
at a slightly lower price. 

PERMANGANATE OF POTASH.— 
There is one ton of U. S. P. perman- 





ganate available at 55c. per pound. 
American producers place the market 
generally at 65@70c. per pound. Con- 


siderable attention is given to the pos- 
sibility of German permanganate com- 
ing into the United States following the 
signing of peace. Before the war the 
material sold at 7@8c. per pound in 
this market. At the present time the 
United States Government has taken a 
positive stand against allowing impor- 
tations of any German made goods, irre- 
spective of the present location of the 
same or the time of manufacture. Un- 
less this ruling is abrogated the situa- 
tion of the American manufacturer is 
not liable to become desperate. As it

hands, which are likely to become fewer. 

RESORCIN. — Prominent producers 
of the material are now quoting on a 
basis of $6.50 per pound on a basis of 
500-pound lots, and $6.75 per pound 
of 100 pounds. Production costs hold 
up well, owing to the high cost of la- 
bor. Raw materials are in better po- 
sition. Demand is good, and for the 
immediate future no further recession 
in quotations is expected by manufac- 
turers. 

SACCHARIN.—In the outside mar- 
ket $4 per pound for standard brands 
was stated to be the market. This 
accords with manufacturers’ quotations 
on firm orders of recent date. De- 
mand is not heavy. Export require- 
ments are being met without difficulty 
by the producers, this having reduced 
the activity of resellers to a major 
extent. It is understood that there is 
American saccharin in London now be- 
ing offered for re-export, and protec- 
tive measures taken by the British 
government have operated against the 
attractiveness of imported goods from 
America. 

SODA BENZOATE.—A firm quota- 
tion of 75c. per pound was made in the 
resale market toward the close of the 
trading period, and the seller stated 
that unless a buyer actually wanted 
goods he had not better bid firm at 
that price. Demand is conservative, 
and with a good deal of material held 
in the outside market—material which 
at present prices represents a major 
loss—there is no chance of improve- 
ment in the future. The market closed 
dull, and inquiry was at a minimum. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—According 
to importers of the true Venice turpen- 
tine, there is very little material com- 
ing in at the present time, and the 
market is holding firm on a basis of 
$4.50@4.75 per gallon. Under present 
conditions in the primary market, it 
is thought there can be little, if any, 
improvement in the future. Inquiry is 
steady, and sellers experienced little 
difficulty in selling at the above figures. 


GUMS.

The 
primary market has been offering the 
oil of berries much more freely, and in 
its weaker condition consumers in the 
United States are finding relief from 
recently prevailing high prices. 


NEROLI.—The prices on this ma- 
terial are largely nominal at the pres- 
ent time. On petale as high as $130 
per pound is being quoted, while on 
bigarde $120 per pound was apparent- 
ly inside. Holders of small quanti- 
ties—no holding is large—stated dur- 
ing the week that they would be very 
glad to sell at these prices but were 
finding difficulty in turning up buyers 
at even more attractive prices. Con- 
sumption is at minimum. 


PEPPERMINT.—tThe first bearish 
crop advices have reached the New 
York market coincident with the ad- 
vent of spring and the time of plant- 
ing out West. Running true to form, 
information has been  vouchsafed 
which indicates the time of year quite 
as clearly as the calendar. The ad- 
vices were due and arrived as per- 
seasonal schedule. In order of prece- 
dent, frosts were naturally expected to 
be the basis of the bearish crop news. 
It is claimed that frosts have killed 
off the young plants. The trade is tak- 
ing the information for what it is 
seasonably worth. It has been expect- 
ed that with peppermint oil standing 
at its present high price Western 
farmers would be tempted to plant a 
good deal of their land to peppermint. 
Also it has been pointed out that this 
might produce a very large crop. <Ac- 
cording to the Western whispers, the 
frost has been taking care of the early 
plantings and the outlook for a large 
and sufficient crop of oil has been 
overcast by the shade of the problem- 
atical. On the New York spot prices 
range from $9 to $10.50 per pound, ac- 
cording to quality of oil. 


SHELLAC. 


A sharp uplift in spot quotations 
came during the past week. Stocks of 
T. N. are practically cleaned out and 
with the Calcutta market up 10c. per 
pound to 44%c. per pound as compared 
with 34c. per pound a week ago, the 
market has strengthened materially. 
The movement affected practically all 
grades. It was the opinion’ that 
further uplifts might develop following 
the signing of peace and the conse- 
quent opening of world markets for the 
material. It was also thought that 
covering operations in the Calcutta 
market were in a measure responsible 
for the sharp improvement in the ship- 
ment position. The London spot quo- 
tation was placed at 250 shillings in 
cables received Friday. August ship- 
ment quotations were also cabled at 
246s although it was pointed out that 
this was subject to correction as the 
price seemed out of line with the Lon- 
don situation. Stocks in London at the 
end of April amounted to 22,593 pack- 
ages of which 19,475 were of orange 
grades. The spot quotations at close 
of the period were as follows: T. N. 
51@52c.; Garnet, 61c.; bleached, 
ground, 50@5lc.; bone dry, 60@61c. per

Carnauba waxes held strong through- 
out the week. Japan wax reported 
more active.

BEESWAX.—The entire group has 
been active and denominated strong 
throughout the week. A good call has 
been experienced by all sellers, and 
prices entirely sustained. White pure 
wax closed at 60@63c.; crude, light, 
36@37c.; dark, 35@3é6c.; refined, light, 
40@41c.; dark, 30@32c. per pound. 

CARNAUBA.—For the moment. the 
spot market is in a state of suspense. 
Cables to the South are being badly 
delayed, and several confirmations of 
purchases are being held up, despite 
the fact that firm acceptances were 
sent at prices which indicate a primary 
market advance of 2c. per pound over 
last week’s cables. It is thought that 
England has been a buyer of late, and 
has strengthened the primary market 
selling quotations materially. Offers 
are appearing in the London publica- 
tions indicating the English importer 
to be offering forward contracts at 
last. On spot the call for prompt de- 
livery material has been insistent. No. 
1 wax is apparently out of the market, 
and prices are nominal. To arrive on the 
steamer Aiden 7é6c. is quoted. No. 2 reg- 
ular is quoted at an advance of 2c. per 
pound to 72c. per pound. No. 3 North 
country is noted at 58c.; the No. 3 
chalky and North country remained 
quotably unchanged at 45@46c. per 
pound.

BICHROMATES. — Producers again 
reduced their prices for bichromate of 
soda during the week and are now 
quoting at 9c. per pound for May de- 
livery from works. There was some 
resale material in the market and one 
sale at 8%c. per pound was report- 
ed by a holder of spot goods. There 
is strong competition among the pro- 
ducers of the material for immediate 
sale and further declines would not 
be unexpected. Bichromate of potash 
was in some request for export during 
the week and the market presented a 
steadier appearance than has been the 
case for some time back. There are 
good supplies in the market and quo- 
tations on resale material stood at 34c. 
per pound. Producers quote prompt 
shipments at 33c. 

INDIGO.—There is little interest in 
the current offerings of the 20 per cent. 
paste synthetic indigo. Sales are us- 
ually for sample lots only or at best 
for very moderate quantities. Prices 
are being held at their former levels 
by the producers of the goods in spite 
of this condition and quotations at 
75c. per pound were the lowest heard 
in the market during the past week. 

PRUSSIATES.—The export demand 
for the prussiate group is the only 
thing which has any steadying effect 
on the trading. Prices are being held 
at their former levels by producers in 
most cases but there were offerings 
of yellow prussiate of potash at 
35@40c. per pound by one factor in the 
trading. Other producers are not yet 
meeting this figure. The red prus- 
siate of potash is quoted as weak at 
80c. per pound in most quarters. Yel- 
low prussiate of soda continues to hold 
its present position in spite of the ab- 
sence of anything like an active de- 
mand. Color makers are waiting for 
better values and there is little action 
in the market. Quotations still stand 
at 17@22c. per pound, depending on the 
holder of the material. Producers 
quote at 20c. for prompt shipment. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—There has been no 
further change in the prices quoted 
by the leading factors in the market 
for this material. There has been 
little action in evidence during the 
week and apprently the recent radical 
reduction in price is not satisfactory 
to the buyers. There are free offerings 
of the material at 48c. per pound and 
the price is barely maintained at this 
figure. 

ZINC DUST. 





Sales of this material 





at 10c. per pound were reported by 
leading factors in the market. Pro- 
ducers in some _ directions, however, 


are still holding their supplies at 12c. 
and report that they are doing busi- 
ness at these figures. There is little 
activity in the market for this material 
and prices are generally weak. Shad- 
ing on a firm offer would probably 
have occurred in almost any direction. 
ALBUMEN.—Chinese egg albumen is 
still in very light supply, and the de- 
mand for this material is strong. There 
is great difficulty in importing the ma- 
terial under the present customs regu- 
lations, and this fact is keeping the spot 
market bare of supplies. Up to $2.25 
per.pound was asked for this material 
in the spot market, and prices are well 
maintained at very high levels. The 
domestic material is in fair supply, and 
with a light demand in evidence quota- 
tions were generally weak at $1.70@1.90 
per pound. Blood albumen of the im- 
ported variety is scarce, and high prices 
are named by holders of spot goods. 
There was no better price than 75c. per 
pound heard during the week on this 
grade. Domestic blood albumen might 
have been had at 60c. per pound. Vege- 
table albumen is very quiet and prices 
are held at 68@70c. per pound. 
ANNATTO.—There has been no fur- 
ther change in annatto. There. is little

NITRATE OF SODA.—There con- 
tinues to be a fair demand for nitrate, 
and the gvyvernment’s large stock is 


steadily being reduced. There will be 
no change in the price this month, as 
the price for May was announced some 
time ago as the same as that of April. 
There seems to be no likelihood of a 
free market in nitrate of soda until the 
government has disposed of its sur 

plus. The situation in England is 
much the same as in this country, and 
the trade authorities there are protest- 
ing loudly that the price should be re- 
duced. One leading trade publication 
says:—‘“The position of nitrate of soda 
is unchanged, and the authorities are 
still occupied in the task of protect- 
ing the Ministry of Munitions from 
loss at the expense of the agricultural 
interests of the whole country. For 
every sovereign saved in this way (if, 
eventually, it is saved at all, and that 
is assuming a great deal) at least ten 
pounds’ worth of damage will be done. 
Nitrate ought now to be offered at 12s. 
per cwt., or less.”” The same argument 
that is being made in England might 
be advanced in this country; but it 
seems that both governments are de- 
termined to protect the munitions de- 
partments, which were forced to buy 
the nitrate at a high price, as far as 
possible. The government authorities 
are figuring the actual costs in bring- 
ing in the nitrate month by month and 
readjusting the prices. This means 
that rebates will be paid on the nitrate 
bought at the government fixed prices. 
In May and June last the fixed prices 
were $4.10 per hundred on 96 per cent. 
and $4.05 on 95 per cent. The price for 
May as now worked out according to 


the cost system is $4.00846 for 96 per. 


cent. and $3.93913 for 95 per cent. For 
June the readjusted prices are $4.040585 
per 100 pounds for 96 per cent. and 
$3.936585 for 95 per cent. For July the 
announced prices were $4.20 for 96 per 
cent. and $4.10 for 95 per cent., and the 
adjusted prices are $4.029404 for 96 per 
cent. and $3.910544 for 95 per cent. The 
August prices were $4.45 and $4.32%, 
and the revised prices for August are 
$4.138794 and $4.019934. The importers 
will have to rebate to their customers 
the difference between these prices. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTIA.—There 
continues to be a very active export 
demand for sulphate of. ammonia. In 
fact, there is so much going abroad 
that producers have no difficulty in 
disposing of all the product, and 
stocks are not accumulating in spite 
of the fact that production is active 
and the domestic demand not particu- 
larly heavy. Spain is one of the coun- 
tries to which exports recently have 
been liberal. It is evident that Amer- 
ican producers are giving the right 
sort of attention to the export business 
and that they will have a fair share 
of the business of the non-producing 
countries from now on. The price in 
double bags for export shipment re- 
mains at $4.90@5 per 100 pounds. The 
bulk price at point of production re- 
mains nominally $4.50. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—There is little 
change in the character of the demand 
for acid phosphate, and there has been 
no change in the price this week. This 
is not the season when great activity is 
expected in this market, but producers 
are paying a great deal of attention to 
the export demand, and there is a 
steady improvement in this branch of 
the trade. The price remains un- 
changed at $15.50 a ton for 16 per cent. 
There is little demand in this market 
for 14 per cent., which is $2 a ton un- 
der 16 per cent. 


PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The govern- 
ment reports that conditions in the 
phosphate rock mining industry are 


satisfactory, and the outlook very en- 
couraging. This feeling of optimism 
on the part of the authorities would 
be reflected from the producers if they 
were able to get freight room at any 
thing like reasonable rates. There is a 
sreat deal of this material wanted on 
the other side, and the market depends 
in a great measure upon the matter of 
ocean freight room. Up to this time 
there has been a great deal more dif- 


ficulty in securing tonnage than was 
looked for. Prices are nominally un- 
changed. 

POTASHES. 


There has been some more Alsatian 
potash received here this week, and it 
cannot be expected to bring more than 
was paid for the first importations. 
The amount of this potash to reach 
this country since France got control 
of the Alsatian supply has been small.

This does not mean, however, that the 
marketing of it has not had a decided 
effect upon the demand for American 
potash. With Alsatian potash selling 
at $2.05 per unit no one could be ex- 
pected to pay $2.50 per unit for Amer- 
ican potash. There has been a very 
dull demand for American potash since 
the importation of French goods began, 
and while it is said that there will be 
no further movement from France for 
some time, buyers are not yet con- 
vinced that there is not apt to be a 
heavy movement of foreign potash be- 
fore the season is over. It is said that 
American potash has been sold as low 
at $2 a unit; but, as a rule, holders 
are not shading the price, but are sim- 
ply sitting tight and waiting develop- 
ments. It seems to be generally ex- 
pected that, when Congress meets 
again, some legislation will be at- 
tempted to protect the domestic potash 
business, 


PYRITES.—There is no shortage of 
pyrites in this country any more, and 
large importations from Spain are ex- 
pected in the no distant future. The 
receipts that have come in from Spain 
thus far have been large enough to 
supply the demand, and there was con- 
siderable stock on hand—held until the 
end of hostilities for government uses 
—that has not all passed into con- 
sumption as yet. 


BALTIMORE. 


Baltimore, May 1, 1919. 


According to some members of the fertilizer 
trade who are among the most conservative 
and retrospective element, the business in mix- 
tures for this season is virtually over, and 
there is practically nothing more to be ex- 
pected. In their view the books can be closed 
and the season’s work summed up without ex- 
pectations that any additions of consequence 
will be made. If this were true the results 
would have to be regarded as disappointing, 
the total being generally viewed as falling be- 
low the estimates made at the beginning of 
the period. But there are others who take a 
different attitude on the subject and who count 
almost to a certainty upon additions of a sub- 
stantial nature. This class figure on the in- 
quiry for mixtures keeping up in all probability 
through the whole of the present month. It is 
pointed out in this connection, for instance, 
that the tomato growers have not yet made 
any provision for their needs because of the 
difference of opinion between themselves and 
the packers as to the prices to be paid for the 
crop per bushel. With the big government 
orders cancelled and the Federal authorities 
out of the market for canned goods, except 
to a fraction of the estimated requirements 
when the war was still in progress, the pack- 
ers have become fearful that the market for 
their goods will be greatly narrowed, and they 
are also figuring on the allowance that should 
be made for the process of readjustment. They 
are therefore in a mood to cut the prices 
which they obligate themselves to pay the 
tomato growers very materially, while the 
growers take the position that even though 
the army as such is eliminated as a _ con- 
sumer of canned goods on the scale of last 
year, the number of consumers will not be 
in any way diminished, the change in the 
status of the demobilized soldiers to that of 
civilians in no wise lessening their individual 
necessities. With mo progress made so far 
toward a definite agreement, the farmers are 
in a state of uncertainty as to the acreage 
which they ought to plant, and purchase of 
fertilizers are being deferred. This applies 
also more or less to various other crops. As 
something positive must be done shortly if 
products are to receive any attention at all 
this year, and as it is at least a reasonable 
certainty that there will be little or no going 
backward because of the food requirements of 
the world, the development of an inquiry for a 
very sizeable amount of fertilizer as an addi- 
tion to the movement so far would appear to 
be assured. This seems to be the view taken 
by the sellers of some of the crude materials, 
for they exhibit a buoyancy truly remarkable 
in view of the general expectation of recessions 
that had been entertained. And these addi- 
tions may be expected to bring the aggregate 
of the business done up to gratifying propor- 
tions and go far to put the trade into a temper 
of hopefulness in the futuré, as well as in- 
crease its solidity. If a man had the power to 
divine accurately the near future he would be 
in the way of making a great deal of money, 
for the near future holds out possibilities that 
are not to be underrated. It is the element of 
uncertainty entering into consideration which 
alone serves to retard business and prevent 
it from attaining that measure of activity 
which it would otherwise reach. 


TANKAGE.—The tone of the market for 
tankage continues to be firm, being evidently 
based on expectations of further requirements 
for this season and reflecting the volume of 
business placed taken in the West. The quota- 
tions remain about where they have been of 
late, though they apply only to spot trading, 
with the future left largely to take care of 
itself. As to what figures future deliveries 
would command, there is little of a definite 
nature to be ascertained, the prospect not yet 
having clarified sufficiently to enable the sell- 
ers or the buyers to reach positive conclusions 
as to what it may bring forthh Meanwhile, 
however, the Western producers especially are 
able to dispose of considerable quantities of 
tankage at attractive prices that represent a 
very decided turn upward after the decline 
following the declaration of the armistice. 
That the advance should have come was to 
many fertilizer men a matter of surprise, they 
having fully expected a continued easing off. 
This alone should make for caution in assum- 
ing that there is an uninterrupted downward 
trend ahead, as it shows the fallibility of 
conclusions based upon promises drawn from 
the experiences of the trade under circum- 
stances approximating normal during periods 
that have gone before.

Dye Protection for Japan Through 59 
Per Cent. Increase of Import 


Duties. 
Washington, May 1, 1919. 

Rather than adopt the proposal to raise 
the import duties on dyes, which was 
adopted by the House of Representatives 
of Japan, the government is expected to 
adopt a temporary measure of protection, 
according to advices received here. It is 
stated that with the pvussibility of protec- 
tion = sight the dye market is steadying 
itself. 

Relief movements in the dye industry, 
it is stated, have been carried on in two 
directions. One is to strengthen the posi- 
tion of manufacturers by their combine 
and the other to bar out foreign goods 
by increased tariff. The factories in 
Okayama prefecture have been urged to 
combine, and it is now reported that nego- 
tiations are progressing favorably. , Other 
factories, it is stated, are also urged to 
combine with the Nippon Dye Manufac- 
turing Company, a semi-official concern, 
as its nucleus, Among them, too, nego- 
tiations are under way. 

The other movements have been suc- 
cessful in carrying through the House of 
tepresentatives the proposal to increase 
the import duties on foreign dyes to 50 
per cent. ad valorem. 

For the present the government will 
adopt a licensing system. 3y permitting 
the import of foreign dyes under the sys- 
tem, the government, it is stated, will not 
only regulate the supply of foreign goods 
but stop the incoming of those goods 
which stand in rivalry with the goods 
turned out in Japan. 

It is not known if the licensing system 
will be published soon, but it has exerted 
a steadying influence on the dye market 
already.

ALUM.—Lump ammonia alum was 
fairly active during the week and sales 
were reported in good volume by the 
leading producers. Quotations at 44c. 
per pound were heard on bulk busi- 
ness, while small lots commanded 
about 4c. higher on the pound. The 
ground and powdered varieties are also 
in good request, and prices are steady 
on these grades at 4%@4%c. per 
pound. Potash alum is fairly active 
and prices have undergone no change 
since the last report. Offerings at 8c. 
per pound were heard and 
ranged from this figure up to 10c. per 
pound, depending on the quantity and 
holder of the material. Chrome am- 
monia alum is easier in the spot mar- 
ket and producers are quoting May 
shipments at 15c. per pound. 

ALUMINA SULPHATE.—tThere has 
been no change in the position of sul- 
phate of alumina since the report of a 
week ago. Producers are not anxious 
to quote the iron free grade openly at 
less than 3c. per pound, but there is 
no doubt that a large order would be 
entertained at 2%c. per pound in any 
direction. Trading in both grades is 
routine in nature, and prices are gen- 
erally weak. The commercial grade 
was quoted at 1%@2c. per pound in 
most quarters. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE.—tThere is 
little action in the market for this ma- 
terial at present, and prices are bare- 
ly maintained on the basis of 17@20c. 
per pound for the light and 8%@9c. 
per pound for the heavy grades. Sup- 
plies are rather easy and quotations of 
most factors in the market could 
probably be shaded on a firm bid for a 
large quantity of the material. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Leading pro- 
ducers quote prices on this material as 
unchanged and state that they are re- 
ceiving good orders from time to time 
from consumers of the material. Goods 
in second hands are in some cases 
quoted at a fraction under the pro- 
ducers’ prices. This material, how- 
ever, is limited and large lots would 
probably have had to seek the pro- 
ducers as a source of supply. Sales of 
the 26-degree material were noted at 
6%c. per pound, with other grades in 
proportion to this price. Anhydrous 
ammonia is steady at recently prevail- 
ing levels and is quoted at 30@35c. per 
pound. 

ANTIMONY.—There were reports of 
sales of needle antimony at very low 
levels during the week just past, and 
brokers were offering supplies at lower 
than the importers of the material. 
The source of these offerings, however, 
could not be traced, and there is some 
doubt in the minds of the leading fac- 
tors in the market as to what supplies 
could be obtained at the prices quoted. 
Importers were refusing to quote at 
less than 10%c. per pound for this 
grade in most quarters. 





ARSENIC. — Producers of white 
arsenic report that the demand is 
rather lighter than usual, although 


sales to the insecticide makers were 
reported, as well as the regular with- 
drawals of the material on contract. 
Quotations are generally reported at 
9c. per pound for this class of the 
trade, and there is little doubt that 
glass makers could get supplies at the 
Same figure were they in the market 
for large lots. Red arsenic is steady, 
although the market for this grade is 
less active than that for the white, 
and quotations are generally repeated 
at 35@40c. per pound. 

BARIUM CHLORIDE.—The light- 
ness of the demand for this material 
continues, and the price is reported 
as very weak in most quarters. Sales 
of the off-color material were reported 
at $60 per ton during the past week, 
and the pure grade is quoted at $67@70 
in most directions. Supplies are out- 
running the demand, and the market is 
generally rather’ unsettled.

CHLORINE.—Liquid chlorine is 
steady at the prices named in the re- 
port at the close of last week. There 
is little demand for the material, but 
withdrawals on contract for water 
purification purposes, of course, con- 
tinue. The producers quote large lots 
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at 8%c. per pound in most directions, ducers 


while single cylinders are quoted up to 
12%c. per pound by leading factors. 

COPPERAS.—No further change has 
taken place in the market for cop- 
peras. There is the usual small-lot 
business coming through from time to 
time, but there is still the same tend- 
ency to hold off in the matter of large 
supplies, and producers state that they 
are doing a routine business only. 
There is some surplus of the material 
available, and quotations from pro- 
ducers are generally weak at $1.20 per 
hundredweight. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH.—Leading 
producers are quoting for the domestic 
trade at 30c. per pound, and sales of 
good volume of the material were re- 
ported at this figure by the leading 
factors in the market. There is some 
export demand for the material, and 
while open quotations are not heard at 
less than the above figure on this busi- 
ness, it is understood that a large-lot 
order would shade the price down to

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—There 
is little in the way of active demand 
for this material at present, and pro- 
ducers are offering some concessions 
for immediate business. Second hands 
are apparently in possession of a con- 
siderable amount of the material, and 
prices are generally weak. There were 
offers of the 80@85 per cent. grade of 
the material at 14c. per pound during 
the week, and while producers were 
not anxious to talk less than l16c. per 
pound a large order would probably 
have received consideration at the in- 
side figure in any direction. Other 
grades of the material are proportion- 
ally priced. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—There were 
offerings of the 88@92 per cent. grade 
of this material at 40c. per pound dur- 
ing the week, and producers state that 
they are doing a good business at this 
figure. There is a good, active demand 
for both grades, and prices are quoted 
as steady since the decline reported a 
week ago. The 70@75c. grade is quot- 
ed at 32c. per pound, which is the 
usual reduction for this grade from the 
higher quality of the material. Trad- 
ing is active. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Offers of solid 
caustic soda were made during the 
week at 2%c. per pound ex store New 
York, while goods were quoted f. a. s. 
at $2.60 per hundredweight. There 
seems to be a large volume of the ma- 
terial in second hands in the market, 
and keen competition among these 
factors has lowered the price some- 
what, in spite of the fairly active de- 
mand which is noted from consuming 
sources.

NICKEL SALTS.—There are offer- 
ings of nickel salts at lower than the 
price named by the leading producers 
of the material, but it is stated that 
the material so offered is not up to the 
standard of the best brands. Quota- 
tions of the leading factors are still 
held at 14@16c. per pound for the 
double and single varieties, respect- 
ively. Trading is rather good, al- 
though small lots are most in evidence. 

SALT CAKE.—There are offerings 
of this material at prices which have 
prevailed for the past two weeks and 
sales at the repeated levels are noted. 
Supplies, however, are still somewhat 
in excess of the demand and quota- 
tions are barely maintained at the old 
levels. New factors are coming into 
the market with their offerings and 
the consequent competition is expected 
to bring better values in the near fu- 
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ture. Quotations are held at $15@16 
per ton for the unground material, 
with the ground $2 per ton higher. 

SODA ASH.—There are offerings of 
material on spot at $1.50 per cwt. for 
the 58 per cent. light in bags. Sales 
at this figure were reported in the 
market during the past week and pro- 
ducers are not meeting this figure to 
any great extent and are for the most 
part quoting at 1%c. per pound basis 
of 48 per cent. works. There is little 
demand from the consumers of the 
material and, while dealers report that 
they are doing some little business in 
the commodity, producers state that 
they are experiencing little demand. 
They are, however, of the opinion that 
goods in second hands are limited and 
that the near future will see a return 
to normal business. 

SAL SODA.—There has been no 
change in the quotations of the leading 
factors in the market for this material 
and sales at $1.60 per cwt. were put 
through in the spot market during the 
week. Producers state that the de- 
mand is good and are quoting this fig- 
ure in small or large lot business. Buy- 
ers from foreign sources were in the 
market to some extent during the 
week and prices are steady on the con- 
tinued activity of the market. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—There is a 
decided scarcity of the 60 per cent. 
grade of this material and supplies 
sufficient for the demand are hard to 
locate in the spot market at present. 
Prices have stiffened in some direc- 
tions and sales at 4c. per pound were 
reported. Quotations at 3%c. per pound 
were heard, but there is little material 
in the hands of the factors who are 
asking this price. The market is fair- 
ly active and the undertone firm. 

TIN OXIDE.—There has been no 
further reduction in the price of this 
material as yet. Demand is still con- 
fined to small lots and buyers are dis- 
playing no anxiety to come into the 
market for any large quantity of the 
material. Prices are rather weak and 
the recent decline forecasts future 
changes in the market in the opinion 
of those best informed as to the course 
of the trading. 

ZINC SULPHATE.—There has been 
no further change in the position of 
this material since the report of a 
week ago. There is a steadv demand 
in evidence and buyers are apparently 
of the opinion that the recent decline 
has brought the material to a favor- 
able level for their operations. Quota- 
tions at 4@5c. per pound are heard in 
the market and supplies were turned 
Over at this figure in the final trading.

course of the trading is much the same 
as that which has characterized it for 
some time back. Consumers of these 
acids, particularly of sulphuric and 
oleum, are confining their buying to as 
narrow limits as their present needs for 
the materials will permit, and produc- 
ers are not experiencing any marked 
activity in the market. The surplus of 
supplies which the release of govern- 
ment contracts and offering of govern- 
ment-owned goods has brought about 
is still in evidence. It has been the 
business of the producers of the mate- 
rials to keep this surplus out of the 
hands of spot dealers in chemicals as 
far as possible. In this they have been 
for the most part successful, and while 
occasional offerings at absurdly low 
prices are reported from second hands 
in the market, for the most part the 
manufacturers of acids are in posses- 
sion of the surplus. There has been an 
agreement between the government 
and the producers for the sale of the 
government supplies of acids, and this 
is aiding in the efforts of the first 
hands to hold the market steady at 
reasonable levels. 

Prices on the heavy acid group have 
declined to some extent, but they are 
still held at a level which affords a 
chance to operate without taking a 
loss. Some of the producers are not 
offering any inducements at all for the 
sale of their materials, while others 
are cutting prices as far as their costs 
of production will allow. A closer co- 
operation among the manufacturers is 
in evidence than was the case before 
the war, and it is believed that this 
spirit among the producers will help 
to keep the market in a steady position 
regardless of the excess of supplies 
which are on hand in warehouses. 

Finer acids were fairly active during 
the week. Citric and oxalic were in 
fairly good request, and while prices 
were rather weak on both of these 
items, due to better importations of 
the material, there was some trading, 
and second hands report that they are 
doing a good volume of _ business. 
Prices are for the most part un- 
changed since the report of a week 
ago, and sales at repeated levels are 
reported in most directions. Freer 
importations of the finer materials 
brought about changes in second 
hands, but on the whole the list was 
steady and prices well maintained. 


The general course of the acid mar- 
ket for the past month is shown in the 
accompanying short table of price 
changes. These figures represent the 
net change in the prices of the various 
acids during the month and do not re- 
fer to any particular cut or advance in 
price. It will be noted that advances 
are conspicuously absent from _ the 
market and that declines predominate.

Supplies in 
second hands are being taken up to 
some extent, but producers report that 
they are receiving little business at 
their present quotations. There is still 
a large surplus of the material avail- 
able, and while prices are repeated at 
7%@10c. per pound, depending on the 
holder of the material, the inside figure 
quoted might be shaded on a firm offer 
for desirable business. Producers are 
unwilling to do better than 8c. per 
pound on their holdings.

GALLIC.—There are offerings of this 
material at $1.15 per pound, and while 
there is some interest in the offerings 
of the holders there is little real ac- 
tivity in the market. Prices are gen- 
erally steady among the few producers 
of the material since the decline re- 
cently named.

CHEMICAL FOUNDATION 
Stock Will Be Marketed to Make It 


National Industry Investment. 


Plans for the marketing of the stock 
of the Chemical Foundation, Inc., are ma- 
turing rapidly and a prospectus has just 
been issued, prepared under the direction 
of Joseph H. Choate, Jr., general counsel 
for the Foundation, who is in charge of 


the stock issue. The capital stock of the 
corporation consists of 4,000 shares of 
preferred and 1000 shares of common, 
par value $100. It is underwritten by 
members of the American Dyes Institute 
and American Manufacturing Chemists’ 
Association. The voting power rests in 
the common stock. None of either issue 
can be transferred excepting by consent 
of the Board of Directors. Dividends are 
limited to 6% on both issues. The com- 
mon stock is to be issued under an obli- 
gation to deposit it in a voting trust 
which is to continue until January 1, 
1936. In selecting the trustees it has 
been the aim of the founders of the or- 
ganization to secure men who are not 
financially interested in any chemical un- 
dertaking. The trustees have the power 
of electing directors of the ‘company 
whose resignations are always in their 
hands. 

It is hoped that the stock will be dis- 
tributed as widely as possible among 
members of chemical and allied trades. 
No holder will be allowed to purchase 
more than two shares of the common 
stock and it is hoped that the sale will 
be so wide that this limit will be reduced 
to one share. Efforts will be made to 
distribute the preferred stock so that no 
holder will be in possession of more than 
$5,000 worth. 

To the Foundation as thus organized 
the Alien Property Custodian has sold the 
upwards of 4,500 enemy owned patents 
and to this list will be added the copy- 
rights on technical literature and any 
enemy owned trade-marks or trade-names 
Non-exclusive 
licenses will be issued to manufacturers— 
whose competence and Americanism are 
assured—-on reasonable and equal terms. 
The royalties accruing to the Foundation 
from these patents will be used to pay 
the dividends and to as rapidly as pos- 
sible retire the preferred stock of the cor- 
poration. Any surplus which accumulates 
will be used for “the development and 
advancement of chemistry and allied sci- 
ences in the useful arts and manufacture 
in the United States.” 

It is hoped that the returns from the 
patents will be large enough to bring 
about co-operation between the universi- 
ties and the chemical companies as close 
as that which made Germany such a for- 
midable factor in these lines in the past. 
As a preliminary step the Foundation is 
to establish a Bureau of Information 
where any chemist may ascertain where 
the facilities which he needs are obtain- 
able and what institution has already 
made progress along the particular line 
of his research. 

The marketing of the stock is being 
handled by the directors and counsel for 
the Foundation, whose offices are in the 
Market and Fulton Bank Building, 81 
Fulton St., New York City. 


Sulphuric Acid Fertilizer Plant Is 
Planned for Great Falls, Md. 


Washington, May 2, 1919. 
Establishment of a million dollar plant 
at Great Falls, near Rockville, Md., for 
the manufacture of sulphuric acid fertil- 


izer is being negotiated by a group of 
Philadelphia and New York capitalists, 
who already own more than 3,000 acres 
of land in the vicinity of Great Falls, and 
control valuable water rights at Great 
Falls. 

The site of the proposed plant is what 
is known as the old Maryland gold mine, 
situated on the Conduit road about a mile 
from Great Falls. It is stated that the 
actual work of constructing the plant will 
be started in the near future. It is fur- 
ther stated that the purchase by the same 
syndicate of the Great Falls and Potomac 
electric road is under serious contempla- 
tion.

Mayor Hylan Named Defendant in 
$100,000 Libel Action. 


William J. Schieffelin, president of 
Schieffelin & Co., and chairman of the 
Citizens’ Union, filed suit on May 2 
against Mayor John F. Hylan in an action 
to secure $100,000 and costs as libel 
damage resulting from a letter sent by 
the Mayor to Royal S. Copeland, health 
commissioner, and also given to the press 
of the city. 

In the complaint which was filed, Dr. 
Schieffelin affirms that in the letter Mayor 
Hylan virtually charged him with pro- 
moting “insanity by manufacturing and 
illegally selling narcotic drugs, and that 
while pretending to promote respect for 
the law, he in fact violated the law by 
illegally selling, dealing and trafficking in 
narcotic drugs.” The Mayor's letter also 
stated that Schieffelin & Co. “is one of 
the chief narcotic drug manufacturers 
and dealers in cocaine, heroin, morphine, 
and opium in New York.” The hope was 
also expressed that “I hope you will 
- « . in co-operation with the police 
eventually get to the wholesalers and 
manufacturers of these drugs.” 

The letter in question was written on, 
April 15. Under date of April 24, Dr. 
Schieffelin sent the following letter to 
the Mayor :— 

“On April 15, 1919, you gave wide pub- 
licity through the newspapers to a letter 
from you to Dr. Royal 38. Copeland, mak- 
ing serious charges against me. 

“I hereby demand an immediate ana 
complete retraction by you of all the 
charges, including those not made in terms 
but by implication or suggestion.” 

Concerning the filing of the suit, Clar- 
ence M. Lewis, of Seiligsberg, Lewis, and 
a attorneys for Dr. Schieffelin, 
said :— 

“Dr. Schieffelin has announced that the 
suit would not be secretly withdrawn, that 
there would be no private compromise, 
and that it would be vigorously pressed 


for immediate trial.”

A movement 
is on foot to harden vegetable oils on 
account of the high price of stearine used 
in lard compound. It was said the only 
difficulty is obtaining machinery, for the 
hardening in the States. Menhaden oil 
crude was offered in small lots at North 
Carolina at 62c. per gallon.

Wyman Tells New Jersey Paint 


_ Travelers of ‘‘Save the Surface.” 


Phillips Wyman, business manager of the 
Save the Surface campaign, addressed the 
members of the Travelers’ Association of 
Paint and Allied Trades, of New Jersey, 
at the headquarters in Newark, last Fri- 
day evening. Mr. Wyman showed the ur- 
gent need of salesmen co-operation in the 
movement, which he said could succeed in 
its fullest only if every element in the 
paint and varnish industry pulled to- 
gether. 

The work of the campaign was an edu- 
cational work—it was in no sense a sell- 
ing camaign. They had no merchandise to 
dispose of—only the painting idea. The 
actual work of disposing of the goods rest- 
ed with the salesmen. The campaign 
could be likened to the plowing of a 
field. The advertising corresponded to 
the: plowing, and it remained for the 
individual firms and manufacturing in- 
stitutions to put the seed in the soil. 

Mr. Wyman announced that there was 
available for the first year of the cam- 
paign about $135,000, and that a similar 
sum would be used every year for the 
five years during which the campaign 
was to run. 

At the conclusion of his address the 
association unanimously agreed to co- 
operate to the fullest extent, and to use 
every effort to aid the campaign. The 
same sentiment was voiced by members 
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of the New York Association, who, at the 
invitation of the New Jersey Associa- 
tion, had been asked to be present.
